Excreſcencies for Ornament only, and not 
rather for the Support and Suſtenance of 
her Children? This, indeed, ſeems to be 
the unnaccountable Opinion of ſome, who, 
with all the Hazard they ſuffer at the JF 
Turning of their Milk, endeavour to dry 
up, and extinguiſh that ſacred Fountain for 
the Support of the human Frame. As there 
are others, who for the Sake of Beau 
and Shape, uſe Arts to ſuppreſs and ſtifle 4 
the Birth in the Womb; which, as it is a 
Practice univerſally deteſted and abhorred. 
thus to deſtroy the Man in Embryo, and 
whilſt he is juſt faſhioning under the Hand 75 
of Nature, what leſs is it to deprive him 
when he is perfectly formed, of his natural 
and genuine Nouriſhment? 

But, ſay ſome, if the Child lives and 
thrives, what Matter is it whoſe Milk he 
ſucks? Why do they not ſay, what Matter 
of whoſe Body he is born, or of whoſe 
Blood and Spirits he conſiſts? Is not the 
Blood in the Breaſts, tho' altered by Heat 
in Colour, the ſame it was in the Womb? 
And is not the Proviſion of Nature here- 
in wonderful, that when the Blood has done 
its Part in forming and finiſhing the Child 
in the Womb, it then aſcends up higher, 
ready to iſſue forth in ſalutary Streams, 
for the Support and Eftabliſhment of the 

| firſt Principles of Life, and to recruit the 


new-born Babe with its proper and natural 
Sultenance ? 
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It is not without Reaſon thought, that 


che good or ill Qualities of the Milk have 
Ja conſiderable Influence on the Mind and 
Body, and contribute, as much as any 


Thing, towards the forming a Similitude 
of Diſpoſition and Temper in the one, as 
well as of Strength and Beauty in the other. 
The ſame Obſervation holds in Beaſts as 
well as Men ; and if you were to bring 
up a Lamb and a Goat with each other's 
Milk, you would find their Coats naturally 
contract ſamewhat of the Softneſs and Rough- 
neſs that is peculiar to each Kind. And 
ſo likewiſe the Growth and Improvement 
of Trees and Fruit, depends more upon 
the Soil and Water they are fed with, than 
of the very Seed they are ſown ; ſo that 
a Tree which thrives and flouriſhes in one 
Place, ſhall, by being tranſplanted into an- 
other and meaner Soil, quite wither and 
decay. 

What Madneſs is it then to leave a 
Body and a Mind, formed upon noble 
and generous Principles, to be cotrupted 
by the baſe Mixture and Allay of a Stran- 
ger's Milk, eſpecially if your Nurſe (which 
too frequently happens) ſhould prove diſ- 
honeſt, intemperate, or lewd ? And there is 
not always that Care which ought to be, 
even in the Choice of them. Is it fit we 
ſhould ſuffer the Infant to be thus perni- 
ciouſly infected, and to draw his Life **

of a mean ignoble Body? It is no wonder 


that we ſee ſo many Children bear ſo little 8 


Reſemblance of their Parents, Well there- 


fore did Virgil, when he was deſcribing a 3 


ſavage and inhuman Diſpoſition, add to his 
other Reproaches, 


[And rough Hyrcanian Tvygers gave the Suck; 
intimating thereby the great Part which the 


Nurſe has in forming the Temper of the Man. 
But beſides all this, there 15 another Con- 
ſideration, not to be overlooked or unre- 
garded : That thoſe Mothers who do, as 1t 
were, diſcharge their Children from them, 
and thus diſpoſe of them, do at leaſt 
weaken, if not diſſolve that Band of Love 
and Tendernefs which Nature ties between 
them. For as ſoon as the Child 1s out of 
Sight, that Ardency of natural Affection in- 
ſenſibly decays, and we hear no more of 
that Impatience and Sollicitude, which would 
otherwiſe diſcover itſelf, than if the Object 
of it were laid in the Grave. I might add, 
that the Thoughts and Inclinations alſo of 
the Infant, are apt to fix and center in the 
Perſon from whom it has derived its Nou- 
riſhment, and with whom it has been moſt 
converſant, without any apparent Want or 
Deſire of its Mother. When therefore the 
firſt Tenderneſs and Affection are thus bi- 
aſs'd and perverted, whatever After-love 
Children thus educated may ſhew their Pa- 
rents, it ſeems, in a great Meaſure, owing 
| to

to Opinion and Cuſtom, rather than to a 
true Principle of Nature. Thus far our 
excellent Moraliſt. 

And no leſs vehement, on the Head, is 
a celebrated Divine of our national Church, 
with a few of whoſe Thoughts I ſhall con- 
clude. We muſt be ſo faithful, ſays he, as 
to tell nice and delicate Mothers, that nurſ- 
ing of their Children is a natural Duty; 
and becauſe it is ſo, of a more neceſſary 
and indiſpenſable Obligation, than any po- 
ſitive Precept of Revealed Religion ; and 
that the general Neglect of it is one of the 
great and crying Sins of this Age and Na- 
tion. It is a fort of expoſing Children, 
which frequently, in the Conſequence of it, 
is little better than laying them in the 
Streets. The Objections of Trouble and 
Rejiraint which it lays on Women of high 
Rank, are altogether inſufficient, As to the 
Trouble, no Perſon can be diſcharg'd from 
any Duty on that Account, ſince God, who 
made it a Duty, foreſaw the Trouble of it 
when he made it ſo, And as to Reſtraint, 
it can only reſtrain from ſpending the 
Morning in ſuperfluous Dreſſing, the Day 
in formal and impertinent Viſits, the Even- 
ning at laſcivious Plays, and much of the 
Night in Gaming and Revelling. Nor can 
State and Dignity excuſe them; becauſe 
whatever Rank the Mother is of, the Child 
bears a Proportion to it, and there is the 
ſame Equality between the greateſt Lady 

and 
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and her own Child, as between the meaneſt 
Beggar and hers. The Generation of the In- 
fant is the Effect of Deſire ; but the Care of 


it argues Virtue and Choice: And the 
following ſevere Words of the Prophet, 


which thoſe who are above this Part of 


their Duty, would do well to conſider, are a 
ftanding Inſtance how much God himſelf 
was diſpleaſed with this Barbarity among 
the Fews: The Sea-Monſters draw out 
the Breaſt, they give ſuck to their young 
ones: The Daughter of my People is become 
cruel, who is hardened againſt her young ones, 
as if they were not hers : Her Labour is in 
vain, without Fear; becauſe God bas de- 
pri ved her of Wiſdom, neither has he imparted. 
to her Underſtanding, _.

tion. A ſudden and reſolute Stand, to all 
old Offenders, is what I would in the firſt 
Place ſeriouſly adviſe, as the moſt eſſential 
Step towards reſtoring to themſelves a ſound 
Conſtitution, and that Peace of Mind, which 
they cannot at preſent enjoy. There are few 
Caſes ſo bad, but what, if taken in any rea- 
ſonable Time, a due Regimen, and the pro- 
per Uſe of Medicines, may be effectual in 
the Relief of. Let the Guilty reſolve then, 
that they will be ſo no more: Let them, as 
much as poflible, abſtain from every Thought,

SSA nd theſe Things may be ſufficient for mar- 
Pied Women, who receive Advantage by Con- 
mM erſation with their Huſbands; but in Maids' 
od Widows it hath ſometimes been thought 
Proper to provoke the Piles, or to open Iſ- 
ucs. However, what is already ſaid, with- 
out farther Advice, unleſs where the Caſe is 
eery extraordinary, will be ſufficient for every 
„onc's Uirection; it being not frequent that 
any other Remedies are wanting in the moſt 
obſtinate Diſorders of this kind, than what 
are here inferted, and in the former Chapter 
concerning Obſtruct ions, which may be con- 
ſulted. e | | 
And the ſame Means will alſo be ſufficient, 
when the menſtruous Flux, for want of its 
natural Evacuations, breaks out by contrary 
Ways; as by the Mouth, the Noftrils, the 
S Nipples, the Fundament: The Cauſe of which 
is generally ſome violent Paſſion of the Mind, 
or great Diſturbance, happening when the 
Courſes are ready to flow. It may likewiſe 
be occaſioned by Obſtructions, fuch as before 
| have 
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have been treated of, or by violent Pains, «i 
by the Weakneſs of the Parts thro* which 
the Blood finds a Paſſage : For the weaka 
Parts always receive what the ſtronger repe/ 
from them. Or it may proceed from ſome 
external Cauſe, as drinking cold Water un. 
ſeaſonably, waſhing the Feet or Legs, or uſing

The Cure of theſe Diſorders, I ſay, when 
ever they happen, muſt be by the ſame Way 
as the former; that is, firft, by Evacuation 
of the ſuperfluous Blood; and ſecondly, by re- 
calling it to the lower Parts, by heating, 
moiſtening, and opening them; obſerving at X 
the ſame time, to keep the upper as cool as 
poſſible.

Thoſe Things 
that are proper for the Diſeaſe, may ſtop the 
Courſes; and it the Courſes flow, they do 
not relieve the Diſcaſe: For ſuch an Evacua- 8 
tion, at the Beginning and Increaſe of a Diſ- 
caſc, is almoſt always pernicious, Nature at

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that Time ſeldom promoting any uſeful Diſ-

Something like this, 
perhaps, every one has found, at one Time

. Tho I have already multiplied Medicines 
ior theſe Diſcaſes, yet I will venture to intro- 
uce a few more; taken, as well as the former, 
* from 
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from preſent Practice, and the moſt unquif | 
tionable Experience. The Patients, no do 
in theſe whimſical Diſtempers, will be viſt 
whimſical in the Choice of their RemedisM 
But among a great many good, in all like;

Pleep ought to be moderate, and taken at a 
ue Diſtance from Meals, not 'till an Hour 
r two, at leaſt, after Supper.

Wd a Perverſion or Turning. It is much 
ecſtioned indeed, whether either of the two 
Witcr do in reality happen, becauſe it would 
- hirdly poſſible for a Woman to live in 
ch Circumſtances: But as theſe Names are 
ken from different Appearances, reſembling 
hat they ſeem to expreſs, Phyſicians have 
ntinued the Uſe of them, in Conformity 
d the received Opinion. | 
A Bearing. down of the Womb is its falling 
to the Vagina, or Neck, ſo that its Orifice 
ay be readily perceiv*d by the Finger within, 
] ſometimes by the Eye without the Lips of 
e Privities. A Prolapſion, or Falling-dotwn, 
when the Womb deſcends, or ſeems to de- 
end ſo low, as to hang without the Lips; 
ut in ſuch a manner, that no more of che fs. 
K than the Orifice is viſible to the Eye. A 
derſion, or Turning of the Womb, is when 
falls without the Lips, and at the ſame time 
is 
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is turned inſide outwards, and hangs pen, 
lous downwards like a flethy Bag, with ang 
ged unequal Surface. Whether it be rl 
the Womb, or only the Vagina itſelf, M 
appears in theſe Poſitions, it is not mater 
here to examine, ſince the Symptoms all 
Methods of Cure are equally the ſame: 1 vill 
only take notice, that tho' a ſimple Relaxati 
or Bearing-down, may happen to Women if 
all Circumſtances, yet a true Prolapfion, ff 
what is taken for it, ſeldom appears, and 
Peverſion never, but upon Delivery, or in 
mediately after.

Theſe Diſorders may proceed from vic 
Motions, Falls, vehement Coughing, Sneu 
ing, or a long Continuation either of th 
Courſes or Whites, eſpecially when Won 
are in Years. They appear moſt frequent! 
Women with Child, from the Weight oft 
Fcetus, that preſſes and bears hard upon t 
Womb ; but eſpecially if the Infant be dex 
or lies in a wrong Poſture, or when it h 
been violently extracted. They may likewi 
happen when the Secundines adhere clok 
to the Womb; or proceed from Moles a 
falſe Conception, or from violent Throws 
the Time of Delivery.

All Scirrhous Tumors are of difficult Cure, 
and ſo much the more ſo as they are large, 
hard, and of long ſtanding, join'd with x 
icrophulous Conſtitution. The Event of them 
is always uncertain, Cancers in the Womb 
have been held incurable, becauſe of the con- 
tinued Diſcharge of viſcid Humours on the 
Part: But the contrary is probable, fron 
ſome Inſtances; and many have lived log 
under a Scirrhoſity, and ſeemed, at Jaſt, to 
owe their Death to other Cauſes. . 

A flender Diet is the moſt proper in thek 
Caſes. All ſpirituous and ftrong Liquors, | 
pecially thoſe brew*d with Malt, are thouglt 
hurtful, A Diet Drink may be made {ot 
common Uſe with Guaiacum, Red Sander 
and Saffairaz Woods; the ſi being all of a dry 
ing Nature, and very helpful.

HE Parts in a Woman ſerving for Pro- 
creation are uſually divided into The 
Frivities, The Vagina or Sheath of the Womb, 
he Womb itſelf, the Teſticles or Ovaria, and 
he Veſſels that prepare and carry. It is 
effary that I ſhould ſay ſomething of theſe 
defore I proced to diſcourſe of Barrenneſs, 
eneration, Pregnancy, Delivery, Sc. which 
ll be the Subjects of the following Chap- 
ers. Otherwiſe, I ſhould much rather have 
hoſen to have been ſilent on this Head. 

That Part is called the Privities, or Pu- 
lende, which appears to the Eye without 
Diſſection. 
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ſtreighten the Orifice of the Sheath. 


hang under a Cock's Throat: Their Subſtan 
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Diſſection, It reaches from the Os Puj, 
to within an Inch of the Fundament; and i 
leſs and cloſer in Maids, than in thoſe why 
have borne Children, It hath two Ling 
which towards the upper Part grow thick, 
and meeting upon the Middle of the Os Pu.

) it in Copulation, which, by the heating 
nd irritating the Part, increaſe the Pleaſure, 
nd hinders the Man's Seed from cooling be- 
re it is convey'd into the Womb. All a- 
ng the Sheath there are abundance of Pores, 
om whence a thin Humour always flows, 
pecially in Copulation, which increaſcs the 
leafure of the Woman, and is what is com- 
only ſuppoſed to be her Seed. Near its 
tward End, under the Nymphs, in its up- 
er Part, it receives the Neck of the Blad- 
er.

, and ſometimes two Fingers Bread:h, 
Wihitanding that it is extended to ſo much 
greater 
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greater Compaſs than when a Woman is got 
with Child. And yet, within three Week 
after Delivery it is as thin as before, and con- 
tracts ſo wonderfully, that it might be held in 
one's Hand. In Virgins it is about two Fin. 
gers Breadth broad, and three long; in thok 
who have copulated, it is a little bigger, and 
in form like a Pear, only a little flattiſh above 
and below. But in Women with Child it 
becomes more round, beſides that it grom 
{urprizingly larger. In Maids its Cavity 1540 
ſmall, that it will hardly contain a large Hi 
zel Nut. It is divided by a Line that goes 
length-ways, much like that in the Bag of: 
Man's Teſticles. Its Arteries ſpring partly 
from the Spermatic and Hypogaltric Veſſel; 
they run along the Womb bending and wind 
ing, that they may be extended without Du. 
ger of breaking, when the Part is ſtretch 
in the Time of Pregnancy. The Month 
Courſes flow by theſe Arteries into the Womb 
itſelf, in large Quantities z and in leſſer Quan 
ticies by the Branches that open into the Net 
of the Womb: Some little Matter of it all, 
is ſecreted into the Sheath.

The Uſe of the Womb is to receive in 
its Capacity the Principles of the Formaig 
of the Fœtus, to afford it Nouriſhment wh 
formed, preſerve 1t from Injuries, and indy 
Time to expel it. 

The Cavity of the Neck of the Womb! 
Virgins is no wider than a ſmall Quill; a 
in Women with Child its inner Orifice « 
tirely cloſes up, the Sides coming togethe 
or being daubed up with a ſlimy yellow 
Humour, ſo that nothing then can enter in 
the Womb. It has the fame Membran 
and the ſame Veſſels as the Womb itſelf. 

The Overia in Women, or what are ul 
ally, but erroneouſly, called their Teich 
differ much from the Teſticles of Men. The 
Situation is within the Body, on each fil 
about two Fingers Breadth from the Botta 
of the Womb, to the Sides of which they: 
faſtened by a ſtrong Ligament. They: 
flat on their Sides, and oval in the ox 
Parts. Their Superficies is more rugged: 
unequal than that of male Teſticles. Ti 
differ in Bigneſs, according to the Perl 
Age: In thoſe newly come to Maturity, 
are about half as large as the Teſticles d 
Man; but in antient Women they are 
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nd harder: Tho* ſometimes they grow pre- 

ernaturally to a vaſt Bigneſs, particularly in 

Dropſy of the Womb, when ſome Quarts of 
Liquor have been found contained in them. 

hey have but one Membrane, which en- 
ompaſſes them round : But on their upper 
de, where the preparing Veſſels enter them, 
hey are about half way involved in another 
lembrane, which accompanies thoſe Veſſols, 
nd ſprings from the Peritonæum. When 
his Cover is removed, their Subitance ap- 
cars whitiſh, but is wholly different from 
Mens Teſticles: For Mens are compoſed of 
eminary Veſſels, which being continued to 
ne another, are twenty or thirty Ells long, 
f they could be drawn out without break- 
ng: But Womens conſiſt principally of a 
gent many Membranes and tmall Fibres, 
oolely united to one another, among which 
here are ſeveral little Bladders, full of clear 
Vater, The Liquor contained in theſe Blad- 
lers has been always ſuppoſed, by the Fol- 
owers of Hippocrates and Galen, to be Seed 
ored up in them: But Dr, Harvey, and all 
he learned modern Phyſicians and Anato- 
ults, ſuppoſe theſe little Bladders to contain 
othing of Seed, but that they are truly 
ggs, analogous to thoſe of Fowl and other 
Animals, and that the Teſticles, fo called, 
re not truly ſo, nor have any ſuch Office 
$ thole of Men, but are in reality Ovaria, 
wherein thoſe Ova, or Eggs, are nouriſhed 
dy the ſanguinary Veſſels diſperſed thro? 


2 them: 
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them; and from whence one or more, y 
they are fœcundated by the Man's Sted, f. 
parate, and are conveyed into the Womb 
the Falopian Tubes, If you boil theſe Eg 
(which Experiment has been try'd) their Li. 
quor will have the ſame Colour, Taſte, an 
Conſiſtency with the White of Birds Egg; 
and they do not want Shells, becauſe they 
are ſufficiently defended by the Womb. The 
Eggs in Women are commonly about th 
Number of twenty or more in each Ovary, 
whereof ſome are far leſs than others, 
The Spermatic, or Seed-Veſſels, as the 
are commonly named, are of two Sorts ; Ar 
teries and Veins, The Arteries are two, 1 
in Men. They ſpring from the great Art 
ry, a little below the Emulgents, and ſome 
times, but very rarely, from the Emulgent 
themſelves. They paſs down thro? the On 
ria, not by ſuch a direct Courſe as the ſem 
nary Arteries thro* the Tefticles in Men, bu 
with much Twiſting and Winding amongti 
Veins; with which, however, they hay 
no Communication, as has been common 
thought: But notwithſtanding their Wine 
ing, when they are ſtretched out to theirf 
Length, they are far from being ſo long 
thoſe of Men. The Veins are alſo two, 
riſing, as in Men, the Right from the Tru 
of the Cava, a little below the Emulgen 
and the Left from the Emulgent itſelf: » 
they, as well as the Arteries, are much ſho 


er than thoſe of Men, Both the Arn a 
| > Ell 
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Veins, as they paſs down, are covered with 
ane common Coat from the Peritonzum : 
And near the Ovaria they are divided into 
wo Branches, the upper of which 1s implan- 
ted into the Ovaria by a triple Root, and 
the other is ſubdivided below the Ovaria in- 
to three Twigs. One of theſe Twigs goes 
to the Bottom of the Womb; another to the 
Tube and round Ligament ; the third, creep- 
ing by the Side of the Womb, under its com- 
mon Membrane, ends in its Neck, where it 
is interwoven like a Net with the backward 
Veſſels, called the Hypogaſtricks. By this 
Way it is that the Courſes ſometimes flow in 
Women with Child, for the firſt Months, 
and not out of the inner Cavity of the Womb. 

The Uſe of theſe ſpermatic Veſſels is not 
to miniſter to the Generation of Seed, ac- 
cording to the antient Doctrine; but to con- 
tribute to the Nutrition of the Eggs in the 
Ovaria, agreeably to modern Diſcoveries, and 
to the Nouriſhment of the Fœtus and ſolid 
Parts, as well as to the Expurgation of the 
menſtrual Courſes. 

The carrying Veſſels, which go ſtrait from 
the Ovaria to the Bottom of the Womb, and 
were formerly ſuppoſed to emit Seed in Copu- 
lation, are accounted by many Moderns to be 
only Ligaments of the Ovaria, to keep them 
in their Place. This Opinion is highly pro- 
bable; becauſe they reach not to the inner 
Cavity of the Womb, as they mult do, were 
icy to convey Seed thither. The Falopian

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Tubes, or Womb Trumpets, are very ſlender 
and narrow Ducts, nervous and white, ri. 
fing from the ſides of the Womb: And a 
a little Diſtance from it they become larger, 
and twiſt like the Tendrils of a Vine, | 
they approach nearer their End; when cal. 
ing their winding, they appear very large, 
and ſeem membraneous and fleſhy. Their 
End is very jagged, like torn Clothes, and 
has a large Orifice, which lies cloſe, becauk 
thoſe Jaggs fall together: But being opened.

whether a Conception happens or not : For 
it is in Fact only the living Effluvium, the 

vital Spirit or Vapour ariſing from the Seed, 
when it is injected, that occaſions Pregnancy, Ne 
by fœcundating one or more of the little Egg 
in the Ovaria; whilſt the remaining groß 
Quantity, or far the greateſt Part of it, which 
ierved only as a Vehicle to the Effluvium, 
comes very ſoon away, as having performed 
its whole Office, le 

There is no ſuch Thing in Nature as the 
imaginary Mixture of Male and Female Seed, 
in due Quantities, according to the Opinion 
of the Antients: For what the Women hav 
in their Ovaria, falſely called Teſticles, is 00 
way analogous to the Seed of Men, as has 
been here ſhewn. Some Women indeed, in 
the Time of Coition, void a white Iimpid 
Humour, which having ſome Refemblance 


to Semen, might be the original of thy 8 
Ake 
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take : But modern Diſcoveries demonſtrate, 
that this Liquor comes from the ſmall Glan- 

aules of the Vagina, or Sheath, called La- 

ine, and not from the Womb: Neither doth- 
i go into the Womb in the Time of Coition; 
Which is a plain Proof that it is not Senien, 
but only ſome what deſigned by Nature to cre- 

ate Deſire, lubricate the Paſſage to the Womb, 
and heighten the Pleaſure of Enjoyment. 

The Male Seed, according to univerſal mo- 
dern Obſervation, appears, when in good 
Order, to be filled with an infinite Number 
of the human Species, both Male and Female, 
almoſt infinitely minute. They are called 
Inimalcula,- or Homunculi; one of which ob- 
taining. Entrance into a Female Ovum, or 
Egg, as the proper Nidus and Habitation for 
„ is there nouriſhed, grows bigger, untolds - 
ts Parts, and becomes a Fœtus: So that the 
al living Particle, of which Sex ſoever, - 
roceeds entirely from the Male, the Female 
Wording it only a proper Receptacle, and 
ive Nouriſhment, And this is thought to be 
rue not of the human Species only, but of 
Mother living Creatures whatever. 
There is one grand Objection only againſt 
is Opinion concerning Generation; a grand 
eit is indeed, and which ſeems, at firſt 
ght, to counterballance all the Microſcopical 
bſervations, the innumerable Experiments 
d Philoſophical Reaſonings, on which our 
heory is founded. It is not admitted, how- 
r, to be ſufficiently valid for this purpoſe, - 
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and can only ſerve to ſhew us, that in ſpit 
of the moſt diligent Enquiry, there ar; 
fome Truths which we cannot fully demon.

If the Female, ſay the Perſons who ob. 
ject, afforded only a ſuitable Nidus, die 
Warmth, proper Nouriſhment, and other out. 
ward Conveniencies, without contributing any 
thing more, it would then follow, that every 
Male in all Cafes would beget its own pro- 
per Species, without the leaſt Variation d 
Parts, tho? coupled with a Female of diff. 
rent Kind: But the contrary of this is found 
by Experience, and inconteſtable Facts. A

As the Mule, produced by a Horſe and a 
Aſs, of both which it participates. A diff. 
rent Habitation and-Degree of Warmth ma

o Semen of another kind, yet this is always 
ontrary to Nature, who hath ſo order'd it, 
hat every Production ſhall owe as much to 
he Mould in which, as to the Matter of 
Fhich it is formed. This may paſs for a 
robable, if not a ſatisfactory Solution of the 
latter, 

But I muſt not dwell upon theſe abſtruſe 
ppeculations, which are ſuited only to the 
urious. It is ſufficient, that I have given 
uch an Idea of Generation and Conception, 
$ may inform my Fair Reader in what man- 
er both are performed.

Probability that the Woman we 
has actually conceived : And it 1s cuſtomary, 
upon the firſt Failure of this Kind, to begin 
the Reckoning of her Weeks, without taking 
Notice of the Time before elapſed. Aiter 
this, or between the ſecond and third Month, 
but generally about the third, the Motions 
the Embryo become perceptible to the Me 
ther; who is then often troubled with a Nau 
ſea or Loathing, Vomiting, Longing after ul 
common Things, or for large Quantities 0 
fuch, as are common.

nancy,. if, upon Examination, the Orifice of 
the Womb, at the fartheſt Extremity of the. 
Vagina, appears to be exactly cloſed ; while 
the Womb itſelf. is equally diſtended, from: 
the firſt Suppreſſion of the Menſtrual Flux ;; 
but eſpecially if the Neck of the Womb feels: 
prominent, and pointed like the Stalk End 
of a Pear, flattening afterwards gradually, *til} 
it at length ſubſides, and becomes one, as it 
were, with the round Body of the Womb it- 
ſelf, But this laſt Symptom will not happen 
till near the Time of Delivery, when indeed: 
the Symptoms are uſually numerous enough. 
There are no certain Signs to inform us, 
whether a Woman goes with. a Boy or a Girl, 
notwithſtanding what ſome may have dream 
ed of this Matter. Nor are there many Phy- 
licians, who will venture their Reputation ſo 
far, as to determine whether a Woman goes 
with one Child or more: But ſome form 
their Judgmeat in this laſt Particular, from 
the uncommon Magnitude of the Belly, when 
there is no Dropſy ſuſpected ;- or from a 
depreſſed Line, which they. ſay. is diſcover'd 
Yong the Middle of the Abdomen, with a 
Frominence or Riſing on. each Side of it; 
eſpecially 
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eſpecially if the Woman feels various My. 
tions on both Sides of her. 
There have always, indeed, been People 
hardy enough to pronounce more poſitively 
than prudently in theſe ſecret Affairs; which 
has been the Reaſon that ſo many trifling 
and ridiculous Notions have been not only 
broached, but even currently received. ft 
has been imagined, that Males are begot on- 
ly by the Semen elaborated in the right Te. 
ticle, and Females by that in the left. Hence 
ſome have adviſed the tying up of either the 
right or the left Teſticle during the conjugal 
Embraces, when the Parties are inclined to 
propagate their Species in one Sex rather than 
in the other; that is to ſay, the left Teſticle 
when they would beget Sons, and the right 
when they would beget Daughters. But be. 
ſides that there is no Certainty, I may fay 
not much Probability, that the Experiment 
would anſwer ; it is manifeſt that the Pain 
and Inconvenience which would attend it 
muſt be ſo great, that few Men would care 
to ſubmit to it upon any Conſideration what. 
ever. And if, as Authors affirm, there have 
been Men with no more than one Teſticle, 
who have been the Fathers of both Sexes, 
there can be ſmall Encouragement to under- 
go ſuch a ſevere Puniſhment. | 
It may be ſaid, indeed, that when a Man 
is born with no more than one Teſticle, i 
ſuch a thing ever happen, it is reaſonable to 
ſuppoſe that Nature hath furniſhed that 4 
WII 
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with all that ſhe ufually diſtributes in two yg 
and that therefore a Man in this Condition 
can be no Exception to the general Rule, 
Let it be allowed then, what ſome warmly 
contend for, that all the Eggs in a Woman's 
Ovarium on one Side, when impregnated by 
the Male Seed, produce only Males, and 
thoſe on the contrary Side only Females; al- 
ſo, that the Seed in one Male Teſticle is ap- 
propriated only to the Generation of Males 
and that in the other to the Generation of 
Females: Admitting, I ſay, theſe Principles, 
let us ſee if no better Conſequences can be 
drawn from them, than that abſurd one 
which adviſes the tying up of one Teſticle, 
which for many Reaſons, manifeſt to the 
Skiltul, ſeems to be inſufficient to anſwer 
the intended Purpoſe. 

It has been averr*d, by thoſe who pretend 
they have made the Experiment themſelves, 
that when a Man has always accuſtomed him- 
ſelf to lie on one Side of his Wife, as the 
right for Example, if he changes Sides with 
her for a conſiderable time, upon finding 
that ſhe brings forth only one Sex, and con- 
lining her, as well as himſelf, to ſleep on 
the contrary Side to what ſhe was uſed to, 
this great Complaint, ſo perplexing to many 
Couples, may be removed. And the Me- 
, thod is faid to be yet more effectual, if, in- 

ſtead of uſing Coition at Night, upon firſt 
going to Bed, they put it off till the Morn- 
ng, after having reſted ſeveral Hours __ 
| the 
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the contrary Sides to what they were accyſ. 
tomed to. | 

I will not pretend to give my Opinion, 
either for or againſt the Probability of this 
Method; I will only ſay, that it ſeems to 
carry a better Appearance than any other! 
have ever heard of, how trifling ſoever it 
may be thought in itſelf. We know that 
yery extraordinary Effects are produced by 
Cauſes very unpromiſing: And as the ſecret 
Springs and Powers in the Mechanifm of 
our Bodies are imperceptible, it is impoſſible 
for us to know with. Certainty of how much 
Conſequence the ſmalleſt Alteration in our 
uſual Habit may be, eſpecially in this Ar- 
ticle of propagating our Species, which not- 
withſtanding the laborious Enquiries of many 
Thouſands, is ſtill. very myſterious and ab- 
ſtruſe. 

But, though I ſuſpend my own Judgment 
concerning an Opinion which wants the Ex. 
perience of great Numbers fully to ſupport 
it, I muſt not omit what has been ſaid by 
others in behalf of the Probability of it 
The Seed, they obſerve, is ſeparated from 
the Blood by different and diſtinct ſpermatie 
Veſſels on each Side, which lead down to 
each diſtinct Teſticle, and from each Feſticle 
it is diſtinctly carried, without ever inter- 
mixing with that on the other Side, by prope? 
Veſſels into the Seed-Bladders, one of which 
lies on each Side, and is there depoſited and 
kept, ſtill ſeparate, till Coition, when «ay 
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be intermixed only in Ejaculation, as it paſſes 
thro” the Urethra, or urinary Paſſage of the 
Penis, in the very Inſtant of Emiſſion. This 
being ſo, we cannot be ſure but that the Szed. 
ſeparated from the Blood by the ſpermatic 
Artery, elaborated in the Teſticle, and then 
lodged in the Seed-Bladder of one Side, may 
be better, more in quantity, and more pro- 
lific, than what 1s diſtinctly ſeparated by the 
ſpermatic Artery, elaborated in the Feſticle, 
and lodged in the Seed-Bladder of the other 
vide: Nor can we be ſure, that the conſtantly 
lying in Bed, and ſleeping on one Side, may not 
occaſion leſs in Quantity, or leſs prolific Seed 
to be ſeparated on one Side than on the other, 
and more in Proportion of ſuch like prolific 
Xed to be emitted in Coition, than of the 
ther more prolific Seed, And therefore the 
Changing of ſuch an habitual Cuſtom of ly- 
ing and ſleeping in Bed, and conſtantly lying 
dn the other or contrary Side for ſome Months 
ogether, may poſlibly occaſion a very great 
Uteration in propagating the Species. | 
There will be no Difficulty, however, in 
making the Experiment, by thoſe who may 
link theſe Suppoſitions worth their Regard :. 
ind if they find it anſwer their Deſires in

cluding alſo whatever is moſt effettul 
againſt Impotency in Men. 


TERILITY, or Barrenneſs, is ſuch 
\ FI a State of a Woman's Body, as indiſpoſe 
it, upon the Uſe of the natural Means, to con- 
ceive and propagate her Species. This Dil- 
temper proceeds from many Sources, which 
may be reduced to theſe two general Heads, 
firſt, An Indiſpoſition of the Parts to re- 
ceive the male Semen in the Act of Copul- lan 
tion, or that vital EMuvium ſtreaming from 
it, which alone can impregnate the Ovari, 
Secondly, An Inaptitude to retain and nouriſh 
the vital Particle after it is injected, ſo as tt 
make it grow, and expand its Parts, till i 
becomes a proper Fcetus. 

The Reception of the Seed is hindered h 
many Cauſes ; as, immature Age, when b. 
reaſon of the Narrowneſs of the genital Pal 
ſages, the Woman cannot admit the viril 
Member, or at leaſt not without great Pail 
which makes her diſlike Copulation : * 
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Old Age hath ſometimes the ſame Effect; 
for, in elderly Virgins, the Parts are ſo 
traitened for want of Uſe, that they cannot, 
without Difficulty, contribute to the Means 
of Generation. Women who are lame alſo, 
or have their Limbs diſtorted, or their Hips 
depreſſed, cannot always lie in ſuch a Poſ- 
ure as is neceſſary for a fit Reception of the 
Semen, Too much Fat likewiſe ſtops the 
Paſage, particularly, when the Omentum 
preſſes upon the Orifice of the Womb, and 
znders the Copulation incommodious. And, 
hen a Woman is troubled with a cold In- 
emperament of the Womb, ſhe becomes dull 
ad indifferent as to conjugal Embraces, in 
Fhich ſhe hardly enjoys any Pleaſure, or is 
0 flawly moved, that the inner Orifice of 
he Womb does not open ſeaſonably to re- 
tive the Man's Seed. The Paſſions of the 
ind alſo are thought to be a great Hin- 
Irance to Fertility, eſpecially Hatred between 
an and Wife, whereby the Woman, having 
n Averſion to Enjoyment, does not ſupply 
pirits ſufficient ta make the genital Parts 
ueid at the Time of Coition : Nor can the 
Vomb then kindly meet the Effluvium, and 
aw 1t into its Cavity in due Manner. 

Svellings, Ulcers, Calloſities, Obſtructions, 
itortions of the genital or neighbouring 
arts, may be ſo many Impediments to the 
oper Reception of the male Semen, or its 
tention and Nutriment after Reception. A 
ne in the Bladder may have the "”—_— 1 
ects 
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fect; as may a too great Moiſtneſs and Slip. 
perineſs of the Womb or Vagina, when they 
are filled with excrementitious Humours, and 
rendered too lax. Conception is alſo hinder 
by a hectic, hydropic, or feveriſh ſickly H. 
bit; by a Deficiency or Obſtruction of the 
monthly Courſes, when the natural Briſknel 
of the Blood is wanting; by an immoderate 
Flux of the Conrſes, which impoveriſhes the 
Fluids; by the Whites, which, continuing 
too long, relax the Glands of the Womb, and 
drown, as it were, the prolific Particles. 
On the Side of the Man alto there may be 
many Cauſes of Infertility ; as, a ſemind 
Weakneſs; a Want of a due Erection ; v. 
rulent or ill-cured venereal Caſes ; Faſt- Ia 
ing; a worn-out Conſtitution; and ſometime che 
there may be no Defect diſcoverable on eithe or 
Side, yet the Parties remain without IfſiM yt 
notwithſtanding the moſt earneſt Deſire ¶ ¶ pe. 
propagating their Species, Pay 
When a Swelling actually appears in tit cex 
nterine Veſſels, when the Menſes are irreg mo 
lar, or when the Whites have continued long tio 
if by the Uſe of proper Means the Womit Ma 
does not conceive under theſe Circumſtancin; 
ſhe may then impute her Barrenneſs to diff 
eſent Diſorder. And here her own Rear 
will dictate to her, that ſhe muſt have imme the 
diate Recourſe to the Remedies preſcribed ta] 
that particular Illneſs with which ſhe is *Wof ; 
flicted. When ſhe is very fat and bulky, M bei: 
has room to think her Conception i lof 
| tndere 
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hindered, her only Way is to correct that-vi- 
cious Habit by a thin ſpare Diet, and pro- 

r Evacuations. 

If the Lips of the Privities or the Entrance 
of the Vagina are cloſed, it is manifeſt to the 
Sight: But when the Orifice of the Womb 
15 ſhut up, it is difficult to be known, while 
the Patient is very young, and *till her Courſes 
come down; when it occaſions great Pain 
and Heavineſs in the uterine Veſſels, from 
the Detention and Preſſure of the menſtrual. 
Flux; the Belly ſwells, the Patient becomes 
ſickly, and ſometimes a Swelling is formed 
in the Cavity of the Womb. 

'Tis very unſafe to prognoſticate a perpe- 
tual Barrenneſs from one that is preſent, even 
tho' there be a total Obſtruction of the Courſes, 
or a long continued Flux of the Whites. But 
when the Patient is once certain, that it hap- 
pens on account of Ulcers or Calloſities in the 
Parts, it may not be raſh to ſay, that Con- 
ception is impracticable 'till theſe are re- 
mov'd. When there is a total Want of Erec- 
tion, or of ſeminal Matter on the Side of the 
Male, Generation for the preſent is not only 
impoſſible, but the Cure very precarious and 
diffcult. When the Sheath of the Womb is 
naturally imperforated, which is ſometimes 
the Caſe in new-born Infants, it proves mor- 
al in a few Days Time, without the Help 
of a Surgeon, upon account of the Urine's 
being detained. If the Womb be naturally 
loſcd with a Membrane, may be of ill 
Conſe- 
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Conſequence, unleſs cut away before Matri. 
mony, or the Eruption of the Monthly Courſe, 
Where Barrenneſs ſeems owing, to any par. 
ticular Diſtemper, the Regimen to be ob. 
ſerved muſt always have regard thereto. Bu 
when it happens thro? a cold and languid Con. 
ſtitution in the Woman, or thro? a Semin 
Weakneſs, or Want of Erection in the Man, 
the Diet ſhould be very nouriſhing, mode 
rately aſtringent, eaſy of Digeſtion, and pres 
ty well ſeaſoned. Strong Jellies, Broths, Sg 
Chocolate, Fc. are here thought proper, The 
_ Exerciſe ſhould be moderate, the Air cle 
and cool, if the Patient's Circumſtances wi

Many odd CorjeRure 
have been ſtarted on this Account, concern- 
ing the poſſible Cauſes of Sterility, when nei. 
ther Perſon appears to be in Fault, Some 
ſuperſtitious People have imputed it to Sor: 
cery, and Recourſe has been had to Incan- 
tations, Amulets, Charms, and Magic Rites, 
in order to the Cure. But People of Under 
ſtanding give no heed to ſuch Fables, being 
fatisfied, that when both Parties are of fuit- 
ble Years, briſk, and not labouring unde 
any apparent Weakneſs or Indifpoſition, i 
Fertility do not follow their nuptial Inter 
courſe, there muſt be ſome real and mecha 
nical Reaſon for it, tho* not obvious to tif 
Senſes. And the moſt natural Cauſes tha 
can be here ſuppoſed, are either that then 
is fome Obſtruction in the Womb trumpet 
which hinders the ſpirituous Part of ti 
Male Seed from paſſing thro* them to ti 
Ovaria, or elſe that the Ova or Eggs them 
ſelves are ſome way faulty, ſo as to be n 
capable of Impregnation. Now there ca 
not be any thing better contrived than tl 
Remedies introduced in this Chapter, to u.

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; Wl Cauſes, and therefore I dare recommend them, 
is almoſt infallible in ſuch Caſes, provided 
due Regimen can be kept while they are 
nking. 

Tho' J lay no Streſs on the Power of Ma- 
gick in the Cafe of Sterility, yet perhaps 
ſome of the external Remedies preſcribed in 
Compliance with that Notion may be uſed to 
ſome good Effect, not from any ſecret Charm 
contained in them, but from the natural Vir- 
wes of the Ingredients that compoſe them.

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when the Caſe proceeds from a venereal Taing, 
communicated by an ill Huſband or other.

from Ulcers or Calloſities, a due Regard muſt 
always be had to the particular Diſtemper 
that occaſions it, before any Cure of Sterility 
can reaſonably be expected. The Perſon 
afflicted, in theſe Caſes, may conſult the fore. 
going Chapter for her Direction. 

When the Lips of the Privities grow to- 
gether, they are cautiouſly to be leparated 
by Inciſion, and the Sides kept aſunder for 
ſome Time, by Rags dipp'd in a proper 
Ointment, And if the Mouth of the Womb 
ſhould happen to be clofed, a proper Peſſary 
of Cork, caſed over with Wax, may be

ceſſary in theſe extraordinary Caſes, I chulc 


not to inſiſt on them any longer. 
I ſhall add only a few Words, directec 


peculiarly to the Men, who find themſelve 


incapable to propagate their Species, tho they 


have not any natural Defe& in the Inſtr 
ments of Generation: For as to abſolute In 
potency and Incapacity of Fruition, 3s | 
is manifeſt enough to the Sight, ſo it 
what no Man living will pretend to cute 
on which Account our Laws have give 
the Wife a Remedy, where there can 

none for the Huſband, by allowing her 
fue out a Divorce, and marry another Man. 
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A ſimple Gleet is one of the moſt com- 
mon Cauſes of Inſufficiency, It greatly iner- 
vates the whole Man, is attended with 


WM Weakneſs, and oftentimes Pain in the Back, 
Heavineſs and Pain in the Teſticles, and, 
1 Wl vithout Help, uſually terminates in that 
kind of Conſumption which is called a Tabes 
WW Do7/alis, or Conſumption of the Back. It 

is a conſtant Ouzing of a clear ſeminal Mat- 
o-M ter, which diſtinguiſhes it from an impure 
ed venereal Running. A Man that is troubled 
or with it, would do well never to attempt to 
er propagate his Species, *till ſuch Time as he 
ub is perfectly cured; for beſides that his En- 


1 deavours would be ineffectual, they would in- 
bell fallibly heighten his Infirmity. 
. The beſt Medicines in the whole Body 
of Phyſick for this dangerous Diſtemper, are 
thoſe internal ones preſcribed in the Chap- 
ter concerning the Whites; which being. 
conſtantly taken for ſome Time, in the ſame: 
Quantities, and with the ſame Intervals, as 
directed for Women under that Diſorder, 
abſtaining all the Time from venereal Em- 
braces ( Exceſs in which is commonly the 
Cauſe of a ſimple Gleet) will as certainly and 
completely cure this Flux in Men, as they 
will the other in Women, there being much 
Similitude between theſe two Diſtempers, 
The ſame Directions ſhould be exactly 
followed by thoſe Men whoſe Seed is ren- 
dered too thin and watry, tho* without any 
lich Laxation of the ſeminal Veſſels as oc- 
5 caſions 
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caſions a ſimple Gleet; and alſo by thoſe 
Men, who thro' ſome Weakneſs of the Parts, 
are apt to emit their Semen as ſoon as they 
entertain any amorous Thoughts, by which 
Means they are not only hinder'd from Pro. 
creation, but even from Fruition itſelf, In 
both theſe Caſes, I ſay, as well as in a ſim- 
ple Gleet, Abſtinence from conjugal Embrz. 
ces, and the uſe of balſamic Medicines, 2 
in the Whites in Women, are the moſt 
effectual Means of obtaining a Cure. 

As to all other Cauſes of Impotency, ſuch 
as a Defect of the animal Spirits, an in- 
fertile Quality of the Semen itſelf; they are 
to be cured, if curable, by the Remedies for 


Barrenneſs in this Chapter, taken according 
to the Directions for Women.

Of the Management of Women with 
Child, and the Diſorders attending Preg- 
nancy; as Loathing and Vomiting ; 
Longing ; Faintings ; Looſeneſs; Coſtive- 
neſs ; Swelling and Pain of the Breaſts ; 
Pains of the Back, Hips, and Loins ; 
Swelling of the Legs and Thighs ; Dropſy 
in the Womb; Bearing-down of the Ma- 
trix; Difficulty and Incontinence & 
Urine ; Cough and Dijficulty of Breath- 
ing ; Piles ; Continuance of the Courſes ; 
Flooding, &c. 


URING the Time that a Woman is 
pregnant, every Thing that might 

any Way prove offenſive, as all diſagreeable 
dights and Smells, ought to be avoided by 
her with the utmoſt Care. The Air in which 
ſhe is kept, if Circumſtances will permit, 
ſhould be neither too hot nor too cold; but 
mild, clear, and refreſhing. She may drink 
a little Wine, to comfort her Stomach, 
which in this Condition is always weak; 
Pp ud red Wine is univerſally held to be the 
N moſt proper, eſpe cially in caſe of a Loath- 
ing and Vomiting. As to her Diet, Prey? 

ar 
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lar Regard muſt be had to gratify her De. 
ſires, eſpecially if they ariſe to what is calbd 
Longing, becauſe a Denial may here bedan. 
gerous to both Mother and Child. Her 
Food, when ſhe has no particular Appetency, 
mould be light, and eaſy of Digeſtion : It 
ſhould be taken frequently, and not in too 
great Quantities at a Time. Sleep ſhould he 
indulged, a Woman needing it more when 
with Child, than at other Times. As to Ex. 
erciſe and Reſt, ſhe may regulate them ac. 
cording to the different Periods of her Preg- 
nancy. Exerciſe ſhould at no Time be vio. 
lent; but during the firſt two or three Months 
after Conception muſt be peculiarly moderate, Nur 
for fear of cauſing a Miſcarriage. She ſhould 
be equally. careful towards the Time of her 
Delivery : And therefore thoſe. Midwives are 
very bad Councellors, who, for the Sake of 
promoting what they call a good Time, adviſe 
to the contrary Practice. Riding on Horſes 
back, or in a Waggon, or indeed in a Coach 
without great Precaution, is not ſafe at any 
Time of a Woman's Pregnancy, eſpecially 
during the firſt and laſt Months of it; during 
the firſt, becauſe it may occaſion Abortion; 
and during the laſt, becauſe it. may render 
the Labour difficult and Dangerous, by forc- 
ing the Child into a wrong Situation. For the 


ſame Reaſons Copulation ſhould be avoided at Nen 
theſe Times, or uſed with great Moderation. Why 
Riding in a Chair, or walking gently and bled 
carefully, may be at any Time indulged. rope 
But a pregnant Woman muſt not carry > life 
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heavy Burdens, or raiſe her Arms too high ; 
for which Reaſon ſhe ought not to dreſs her 
own Head. When ſhe walks, it is proper to 
have low Heels to her Shoes ; and let this be 
general Maxim, that too much Reſt is here 
better than too much Exerciſe, let the Na- 
ture of the Exerciſe be ever ſo moderate; for 
more hard Labours are occaſion'd by Activity 
in the Time of Pregnancy, than by any other 
Cauſe. And let me again repeat it, that Co- 
pulation during the laſt two Months is ha- 
ardous; becauſe the whole Body is ſo much 
moved, and the Belly ſo compreſſed in the 
Action, that it is apt to put the Child into a 
wrong Poſture, which may be attended with 
rery bad Conſequences, 

A pregnant Woman ſhould carefully mo- 
derate her Paſſions. Great Precaution ſhould 
he taken by thoſe about her, that ſhe be not 
Irghtened, and that melahcholy News be 
not ſuddenly told her: But tho' they muſt 
ndeavour to keep her as chearful as poſſi- 
de, they ſhould likewiſe avoid giving her 
my ſudden Surprizes of Joy, as well as of 
rief, becauſe Exceſſes on either Hand may 
& prejudicial, Her Clothes ſhould fit ea- 
for any immoderate Preſſure is apt to 
ake the Child deformed, and may hurt 
de Mother by affecting her Breaſts, and 
ven cauſing her to miſcarry. As to her 
byſical Regimen, if ſhe be ſanguine, or 
bject to inflammatory Diſorders, it may be 
oper, now and then, to breathe a Vein 
during, 
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during the Time of Pregnancy; but ſhe. 
clally ſoon after Conception, upon the tot 
Obſtruction of the Courſes, and again about 
the ſixth or ſeventh Month. However, un. 
leſs there be ſome apparent Occaſion, it i 
the general Opinion that Bleeding ſhould b 
wholly avoided. Strong Purges are likewiſe 
dangerous; therefore, when a Cathartick is 
found neceſſary, nothing more violent ſhoull 
be uſed than Caflia, Rhubarb, or Manna, 
The Caſſia may be ſucked out of the Cane 
in ſuch antities as are found ſufficient 
the Rhubarb may be chewed, according tt 
the ſame Rule; or an Ounce and an half, © 
two Ounces of Manna may be diſſolved ul 
Poſſet-Drink, and uſed upon Occaſion in th 
Morning, | 

Having given theſe general Directions fo 
the Conduct of pregnant Women, I procet 
to confider more particularly the ſeveral vio 
lent Diſorders and Symptoms to which th 
are ſubject. | f 

1. A Nauſea, or Loathing, attended wil 
a Vomiting, is what generally happens to W. 
men with Child, from the Suppreſſion of i 
Courſes, or the Growth of the Fœtus. The 
Symptoms appear ſoon after Conception, a 
generally continue 'till the third or four 
Month. When they ceaſe, the Mother 
covers her Appetite, as alſo her Colour, wh 
was before faded. But ſometimes theſe Syn 
toms remain during the whole Time of Pre 
nancy, and increaſe towards the End 95 

whid 
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which is a ſign that the Child lies high. 
This Diforder is not dangerous, unleſs it con- 
inues longer than the third or fourth Month; 
ifter which it ought to be removed, left Miſ- 
carriage ſhould follow. When it is attend- 
d with a Hiecup, and the Pregnancy far 
advanced, the Symptom is thought bad. The 
Food, in a Loathing, ought to be light, and 
aſy of Digeſtion, and taken little at a time. 
Acids ſhould be uſed both with Eatables and 
Drinkables, as Lemon Juice, White Wine 
Vinegar, Seville Orange Fuice, &c. Broth, 
mixed with the Yolk of an Egg, 1s very 
proper between whiles; and after Meals, a 
tle Marmalade of Quinces may be taken 
Advantage. Fat Meats and high Sauces, 
s well as ſweet Things, ſhould be forborn. 
dome recommend Bleeding at the End of the 
ourth Month, and it may not be amiſs when 
be Patient is ſanguine, but muſt not be ufed 
Itherwiſe.

z. A Syncope, or Fainting, and Lowneſs of 
the Spirits, are likewiſe common Attendants 
won Pregnancy. The Pulſe at theſe Times 
s weak, and hardly perceptible, and the 
Circulation languid. The Woman common- 
lr falls into a cold Sweat, viſible upon her 
Face; grows pale, has a Tremor upon her 

erves ; feels a Sinking at the Heart, and a 
Pain at the Stomach. Theſe Symptoms may 
appen at any time during the Pregnancy, 
ut are uſually moſt frequent about the fourth 
nd ſeventh Months. They are ſeldom of 
nd Conſeqence, unleſs very common, vio- 
at, and of long Continuance ; and then they 
hay endanger Miſcarriage : As they frequent- 
do, when occaſioned by ſudden Surprize. 
If the Perſon be plethoric, or the Fit oc- 
honed by a Fright, Bleeding is neceſſary,

Such Cates may prove of ill 
Convquence, by ſtraitening the Paſſage in 
the Time of Delivery. A true Dropſy of 
tie Womb is very rare; and when it hap- 
pens, the Waters thereof commonly break 
way before the Birth. 

The Diet in this Caſe ovght to be chiefly 
ſolid; and roaſted Food is to be preferred 
to boiled, Wine, or other proper Liquors, 
Wit) Broom infuſed in them, are eſteemed 
excellent Drinks in all Dropſies; but Liquids 
ought to be ſparingly uſed.

| tn 
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this may happen to be ſo great, as to hinder 
the Perſon from walking without conſidera- 


ble Pain and Difficulty. This Caſe alſo may 
either proceed from, or be made worſe by 
the Whites, Falls, or other external Injuries, 
former difficult Labours, and the like. The 
Symptom 1s augmented by walking, upon e- 
very Diſcharge of Urine, and grows ſevere 
towards the Time of Delivery; fo as ſome- 
times to cauſe a great Difficulty of Urine, a 
Numbneſs of the Hips and Thighs, a Col- 
tiveneſs, or an Uneaſineſs in going to Stool. 
The Diſorder, however, is ſeldom ſo violent 
a5 to occaſion Mitcarriage, unleſs it proceeds 
from ſome external Injury : But when it hap- 
pens to be feated very low, or ſo that the 
Neck of the Bladder is greatly preſs'd, it 
may bring on a Suppreſſion of Urine z which 
8 always attended with Danger, if it proves 
of long Continuance z eſpecially if the Time 
of Delivery be at hand. 

The Woman, in this Cafe, ought to be 
placed in a pure and temperate Air, and her 
Diet and Drink ſhould be of a drying and 
alringent Nature. Reſt ſhould be indulg'd , 
the Paſſions of the Mind moderated ; and the 
Exercife, if any be uſed, very gentle. The 
Cure principally depends upon ſuſpending the 
lower Belly, and conſequently the Fœtus, by 
a large Swathe Band, made for that Purpoſe. 
But it the Symptom be very violent, ſuch A- 
ſtringents may be uſed as are before ordered 
for a Looſenels, and "= an immoderate Flux 
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of the Piles, Pages 137 and 216. Yet if the 
Woman be very near her Time, Aſtringents 
ought to be exhibited with Caution. When 
the Whites are the Cauſe of this Bearing-doyn, 
the Caſe muſt be treated with regard thereto; 
for which ſee the Chapter on the Whites, 
When 1t proceeds from external Injuries, 
Bleeding is very convenient; and afterwards 
the Uſe of Balſamick Medicines, ſuch as the 
tollowing Electuary.

12. A Diffcully of Breathing, attended with 
a Cough, is no unuſual Symptom in pregnant 
Women; and feems to proceed trom an 
over-charg*d Habit; occaſion'd ſometimes 
by a Suppreſſion of the Menſes; but oftener 
by the high Situation of the Child, whence 
t happens to preſs upon the Diaphragm, 
stomach, and Lungs; and conſequently 
proves the moſt troubleſome after eating or 
rinking too freely, or uſing immoderate 
Exerciſe. This Symptom uſually increaſes

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The Diet in this Cafe ought to be thin, |

The Piles in 
this Caſe are very apt to bleed; which prov- 
ing moderate, and happening about the Time | 
of the Suppreſſion of the Courſes, may be 
advantageous : But if the Flux be violent, 
and attended with great Pain and Swelling 1 þ 
of the Part, it may occaſion Miſcarriage, it 
or greatly weaken the Child.

The Diet in this Caſe ſhould be ſlender MF 
and cooling, and the Exerciſe gentle, Reſt 
ought to be indulged ; and when the Symp- 
tom is violent, the Patient would do well 
to keep much in Bed; or, when up, to {eat 
herſelt eaſy, in a reclining Poſture. Bleed- 
ing in the Arm, and other gentle Evacua- 
tions, are proper in order to the Cure, it 
the Suppreſſion of the Courſes appear to have 
been the Cauſe.

Caſe is to be treated as the common Piles, 
for which ſee Chapter X. Only obſerve, as 
in other Diſorders occaſioned by the Preſſure 
of the Fetus, that the Weight muſt be 

ſupported by a proper Contrivance. 

14. Some Women, tho? they have actually 
elt N conceived, will, thro? the Courſe of their 
p. Pregnancy, continue to have a regular perio- 
gell dical Shew of the Monthly Terms. This hap- 
pens chiefly to Women of a plethoric or 
ſanguine Conſtitution ; thoſe who have a thin 
ſharp Blood, or are ſubject to a Weakneſs 
in the Veſſels of the Womb. The Flux, in 
this Caſe, is commonly lefs than what was 
natural before Pregnancy. During the firſt 
four or five Months it is not unfrequent, 


and 
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and may be attended with no ill Conſcquences 
either to the Mother or Child: But if it con- 
tinues after the fourth Month, or the filth at 
moſt, which ſometimes happen:, a Care 
ſhould be immediately attempted ; becauſe 
otherwiſe the Child generally proves weak, 
ſickly, and ſhort-lived. When it continues 
after the ſixth Month, Abortion is frequent- 
ly the Conſequence. And fometimes too, it 
may be proper to endeavour a Cure betore 
the fourth Month; as when the Heat and 
Sharpneſs of the Blood, and not the Abun- 
dance, is ſuppoſed to cauſe it; which may 
be known from the Quantity uſually voided, 
at every Period, before Pregnancy. 

To ſtop this unſeaſonable Flux, the Pa- 
tient ſhould be kept in Bed, or at leaſt in 
a very quiet Poſture. She ſhould forbear all 
Things, that may heat the Blood, eſpecially 
Anger, and the Uſe of Venery. Her Diet 
ſhould be ſtrenthening, aſtringent, balla- 
mic, and cooling ; ſuch as, Broths made of 
Chicken, Necks of Mutton, Knuckles ol 
Veal, with cooling Herbs boiled in them, 
She may eat new-laid Eggs, Jellies, Rice- 
Milk, Barley-Broth, and the like; and Iron 
ſhould be quenched in her common Drank. 
Bleeding may be ſaſely uſed, in caſe of 
Falneſs. of Blood, till after the fifth Month; 
tho* ſome recommend Cupping inſtead there- 
of. It will be of great Service to take a 
Dram of prepared red Coral, twice a Day,

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Roſes. In other Reſpects, this Diſeaſe is to 
be treated as an immoderate Flux of the 
Courſcs, or as the Whites, due regard being 
had to the Circumſtance of Pregaancy. 

15. When, during the Pregnancy, there 
happens a continual Flux of Blood from the 
Privities, attended with Pain, it is called 
Hocding; and diſtinguiſhed from the Courſes 
in being continual, whereas the other is only 
periodical, This Symptom 1s apt to hap- 
pen in Caſe of a Mole, or falſe Conception, 
as well as in a real Pregnancy. A Surprize 
allo, any immoderate Paſſion, Falls, or other 
eternal Injuries, may cauſe it, ?*Tis uſually 
attended with very great Pain, and ſome- 
times the Waters come away along with the 
Blood, The Diſcharge 1s uniform and con- 
tant, unleſs it be obſtructed by clotted and 
y Werumous Blood; which being once removed, 
t it returns with greater Violence.

Child remains long in this State, it generally 
tndangers Suffocation. When once the Shoul- 5 
ders have made their Way, the other Parts 3 
uſually follow without much difficulty, ex- 
cept the Hips. The Child being quite ex- 
tracted, the next Thing to be brought away.” 
is the Womb-cake, or After-burthen, as *tis 
uluzlly called: In order to which, the Na- 
vei-ſtring muſt be gently drawn forwards : 
and upon this, the Secundines, or Burthen 
will follow, Great Care muſt here be taken, 
that 
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that no Violence is offered in drawing the: | 


Navel-ſtring too ſtrongly, for fear it ſhould. 
break, and the Burthen ſhould cleave to the 


Womb. In that Caſe, the Midwife muſt be 
obliged again to introduce her whole Hand, 
in order to extract it. She muſt ſeparate it 


in a very gentle Manner, yet ſo as that no 


Part be left behind; which might prove the | 


Cauſe of Convulſions, violent Flooding, or 
even Death itſelf. After the entire Extrac- 
tion of the Child, and the After-burthen, 
the former is ſeparated from the Mother by 
immediately cutting the Umbilical Chord, 
or Navel-ſtring; Care having been taken of 
it while the After-burthen was drawn out, 
which, in natural Births, is generally per- 
formed with a great deal of Eaſe. 

The Navel-ſtring is cut after the follow- 
ing Manner, When about a Quarter of 4 
Yard of it is extracted, upon drawing away 
the Secundines,, a Wax-thread is paſſed ſeve- 
ral times round it, at the Diſtance of two or 
three Inches from the Child's Navel ; and 
again at about two Inches from the fl! 
Ligature, towards the Mother : Then the 
Chord is immediately cut aſunder with a Pair 
of Sciſſars, between the Ligatures, and that 
Part of it which belongs to the Mother, 1 
gently put up again. into the Womb; 
what belongs to the Child being careſully 
placed between two Bolſters, and turned up 
tow; ds the Pit of the Stotmnach: Or, which 
* alomiry, the Navel-ſtring is farſt wrap. 


ped 
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ped up in a fine Linen Rag, and ſecured 
with the Swathe, or Belly-band, Great Re- 
gard muſt be had to the tying of the Thread; 
that it be not too tight, for fear of its cut- 
ting the Navel-ſtring aſunder in that Part; 
whence a mortal Flux of Blood might en- 
ſue: Nor too flack, for fear it ſhould not 
cloſe up the Veſſels, fo as to prevent the 
Blood from coming out which flows to the 
Part. Such a Flux of Blood as has proved 
fatal, hath ſometimes happened ſeveral Days 
after the Birth of a Child; tho? that Part 
of the Navel-ſtring which was left with it, 
in the common Courſe of Things, withers 
away of itſelf, and falls off in nine or ten 
Days Time. After the withered String is 
thus fallen off, the Navel frequently remains 
tender for ſome Time. When this happens, 
it is proper to apply to the Part a ſoft Com- 
preſs, 1 505 in warm Milk; but if it ap- 
pear diſcoloured, a little Brandy ought to 
be mixed with the Milk. In caſe of a run- 
ning Soreneſs, or Suppuration of the Part, 
let it be drefſed with dry:ng red Ointment, 
or Ointment of Pompholyx. 

After the Delivery of one Child, the Mid- 
wife ought to be well ſatisfied that there is 
not another remaining behind, before the 
Mother to be put to bed : An Error or Neg- 
lect of this. Particular being ſucceeded by 
violent Flooding, which is ſometimes fatal. 
She may be fatisfied by putting up her Hand 
again, when. if there is another Child, me 
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will find another Water gathering. The 


firſt Navel-ſtring muſt then be cur, without 
attempting to extract the After-burthen, till 


the whole Delivery is over. In caſe of Faint- 


neſs, during the Time of Delivery, the Pa- 
tient is to be ſupported by Cordials, but more 
particularly by volatile Spirits, or Salts, fre- 
quently applied to the Noſe : For theſe, by 
their ſtimulating Particles, may aſſiſt in pro- 
moting the Throws, and procuring the Ex- 


cluſion of the Child, at the ſame Time that | 


they prove otherwiſe ſerviceable. When the 


whole Affair is over, the Woman, if ſhe were 


delivered up, is ſpeedily to be put into a 


warm Bed; and a proper Cordial, or a Glaſs * 
of hot Wine, ought. to be inſtantly given 
her. A ſoft Compreſs alſo ought to be ap- 


lied hot to the Womb, to promote the 


lux of the Child-bed Purgations, and re- 


newed twice or thrice in an Hour, or as Oc- 
caſion ſhall require. For the ſame Purpoſe, 
*tis Iikewiſe cuſtomary to bind a large double 


Linnen Cloth, firſt made hot, about the Belly, 


which, if there be a Neceſſity, may be gently 


preſſed now and then with a warm Hand. 
Soon after the Woman is compoled, or come 


a little to herſelf, *tis a uſual Thing, among 
the Rich, to give a Dram, or more, of Sper- 
maceti, mixed with an equal Quantity of Ve- 
nice Treacle, once in five or {ix Hours; or, 4 
Dram of Confection of Kermes , waſhing it 
down with a little warm Wine, or the like. 
But cithcr of the following is much CEN

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and poſſibly may be as ſerviceable. Its In- 
tention 1s to lubricate and cool the Inſide of 


the Throat, which is uſually heated and 
hoarſe by continual Cries, and holding the 


Breath, in order to bear down the Throws, 


during Labour. 


Take Oil of Sweet Almonds, freſh drawn, two 
Ounces ; Syrup of Maiden Hair, one Ounce , 
Liquid Laudanum, thirty Drops: Mix. Let 
the Quantity of a Spoonful at a time be taken 
between whiles. 


Or, 


Take Penny-royal Water, half a pint; com- 
pound Bryony Water, four Ounces; Svrup of 
Mugwort, one Ounce and an half : Make a 
Fulep. Three Spoontuls at a Time, every 
fifth Hour, is the common Doſe. 


The following alſo is an admirable Cordial, 
approved in the preſent Caſe, by long Expe- 
rience, and highly recommended by Phyſi- 
cians of the greateſt Reputation, 


Take Penny-royal and Rue Waters, of each 
three Ounces, Hyſteric Water, two Ounces , 
Syrup of Poppies, fix Drams; Syrup of Mug- 
wort, half an Ounce; Tintture of Caſtor, three 
Drams; Sydenham's Liquid Laudanum, two 
Scruples : Mix. The Doſe is ſix Spoonfuls 
immediately after Delivery, and to be repeated 
afterwards as the Patient finds herſelf reſtleſs, 
and ſubject to Pains. 


For 
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For the two firſt Days after Delivery, the * 
Childbed Woman ſhould be pretty ſparing in 
her Diet, which ought to be chiefly liquid, 
and conſiſt of Panada, Gruel with White 
Wine, and the like. Chicken Broth, or Jel- 
lies, may be freely drank of; and, every now 
and then, a Diſh of the common White Wine 
Caudle, hot. This Preparation is held to be 
wonderfully ſerviceable in promoting the 
Childbed Purgations, or Lochia ; which ought 
by all Means to be encouraged, an Obſtruc- 
tion thereof being apt to cauſe Convulſions, 
Tremblings, and other nervous Diſorders, 

About three or four Days after Delivery, the 
Patient may be allow'd the Uſe of boiled 
Chicken, or Veal, it there be no Danger of 
a Fever; and if the Appetite will ſerve, or } 
the Conſtitution require it, Lamb or Mutton YI," 
may, after this Time, be eaten with Mode- 
ration; and ſo continued, *till the common 
Method of feeding be introduced again by 

g Degrees. 
, Reſt and Sleep ſhould be very much indul- 
| ged, for a conſiderable Time after Delivery; 
but if thro' Pain, Fatigue, or any other vio- 
lent Symptom, it cannot be naturally ob- 
tained, the Nurſe ſhould endeavour to pro- 
mote it by artificial Means. To which pur- 
poſe ſhe may exhibit occaſionally, the fol- 
lowing Draught. 


Take ſmall Cinnamon Water and Penny-royal 
Waters, of each ene Ounce, Hyfteric Mater, 


fix 
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fix Drams , Liquid Laudanum, Tincture of Caſ- 


tor, and Sal Volatile Oleoſum, of each fifteen 
Drops. Mix for a Doſe. 


The regular Flux of the Childbed Purga- 
tions, ſhould, as much as poſſible, be pro- 
moted thro' the whole Time, by a ſuitable 
Poſture of the Body; as lying with the Head 
and Belly raiſed. And if the Woman be very 
coſtive, during the two firit Weeks of her 


YL lying-in, it will be proper now and then to 


give a Glyſter of Milk and Sugar, in which a 
few Carminative Seeds have been boiled and 
ſtrained out, ſuch as Carraway, Cardamoms, 


Auiſeed, and Fennel: The Uſe of theſe being 
more ſucceſsful, and leſs dangerous, than pur- 


J {ive or laxative Medicines, given by the 
Mouth. But in the third Week, and after- 
Jvards, ſuch gentle Lenitives as ſtew'd Prunes, 


Manna, Caſſia, and the like, may be ſafely 
made uſe of. The Paſſions of the Mind ought 


o be cautiouſly regulated during the whole 
ine of Lying-in, or for a complete Month 


after Delivery, The Air is to be admitted 
or excluded the Room, by a judicious. Nurſe, 
according to the Heat of the Seaſon, the Con- 
ſtitution and preſent Condition of the Patient; 
for which no certain Rules can be given: But 
too great Care cannot be taken to prevent 


catching Cold, eſpecially during the firſt 


Week, by the Uſe of damp Linen, cold Li- 


quors, or expoling any Part of the Body, 
elpecially the Belly, to the open Air: For 


this 
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this ſometimes cauſing a Stoppage of the Lo- | 


chia, throws the Patient into imminent Dan- 
ger of her Life. 
direct the contrary, the Woman may riſe in 
about a Week after her Delivery ; and fit up 
for an Hour or two at a Time, if her Strength 
will bear it. But this cannot ſo ſoon be com- 
plied with by ſome Women, who are of de- 
licate and weak Conſtitutions. In Caſe of 


Faintneſs, or great Weakneſs, the following 


Drops are very ſerviceable, being taken oc- 
caſionally in a Glaſs of warm Wine. 


Take Sal Volatile Oleoſum, three Drams ; 
Tinfures of Caſtor and Saffron, and compound 


Spirit of Lavender, of each one Dram: Mix. 


Let thirty or forty Drops be taken at a Doe, 
to be repeated as the Caſe requires. 


The Lochia, or Childbed Purgations uſu- 


ally continue to flow for the Space of thirty 


Days; during which Time, among, us, it 1s 
cuſtomary for the Woman to keep within 
Doors, and chiefly in her Bed: But ſome par- 


ticular robuſt Conſtitutions in England, as 


well as elſewhere, can eaſily diſpenſe with 
the Rigour of this Cuſtom, and venture abroad 
in eight, ten, or fourteen Days after Delivery; 


when the Lochia being freſh upon them, they 


cannot but run a conſiderable Hazard. It is 
therefore more adviſeable for ſuch to keep 
within their due Time, as well for their ow! 
Sakes, as that they may not bring a Reproach 


on weaker Women, who find a Month little 
enougl 


It no particular Symptoms 
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enough to re-eſtabliſh their Health. After the 
Diſappearance of the Lochia, it is cuſtomary, 
and very proper, for the Woman to take a 


gentle Purge or two, before ſlie leaves her 
Chamber. The following is a proper Form. 


Take Sena Leaves, two Drams; ſcoeet Fen- 
nel Seeds and Rhubarb, of each two Scruples; 
Salt of Tartar, twelve Grains; infuſe in a ſuf- 
ficient Quantity of Rue Water: To two Ounces 
and an half of the ſtrain'd Infuſion add, Syrup 
of Buckihorn, and ſolutive Syrup of Roſes, of 
aach half an Ounce, Tincture of Caſter, two 
; MW Scruples 5, Spirit of ſweet Nitre, twenty Drops: 
Mir for a Draught. Let it be taken in a 
Morning, with due Regimen, and repeated

If this Bolus and Draught, repeated two or 
three Times, as there is Occaſion, ſhould fail 
of removing the Pains ; the Woman who has 
lain in, after ſhe goes abroad, may make uſe 
of the Bagnio. 
come now to conſider in what Manner the 


Child ſhould be treated, after it is ſeparated 


from its Mother. And firſt, a proper Linen 


Cloth, and warm Flannel, being provided for 


its Reception, it muſt be immediately laid 
thereon, and carried to the Fire, there to be 


kept warm, while, the Midwife performs the 


remaining Part of her Office to the Mother, 
But it the After-Burthen be long in bringing 


away, it will be proper in the mean Time | 
gently to waſh the Infant, with a ſoft Linen 


Rag dipp*d in warm Water, or rather Small- 
Beer and freſh Butter, in order to take off 
the Scurf which is on it, When the Child 
appears to be weak, it has been found con- 
venient, after he is well waſhed and dried, 
to rub him gently over with a little warm 
White Wine, or Brandy diluted with Water. 
After he is dreſſed, *tis an uſual Thing, to 
give him a little freſh Butter and Sugar, which 
commonly anfwering the Purpoſe of a Vomit, 
brings up a Quantity of Phlegm that was 


lodged about the Stomach and Throat, and 
after wards working downwards, purges off 
the black cxcrementitious Matter from the 


Bowels, 


| 
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Bowels. So long as this black Matter conti- 
nues to be diſcharged, it is common to give 
the Child, twice or thrice a Day, a Tea Spoon- 
ful of Oil of Sweet Almonds and Syrup of Vio- 
lets, mix'd in equal Quantities ; or elſe of H- 
rup of Peaches, or ſolut ive Syrup of Roſes alone, 

But if they find him ſubject or inclinable to 
have Fits or Convulſions, *tis uſual to give 
him, between whiles, à liſile Preparation of 
red Coral, and Pulvis ad Guttetam, in equal 
Cunntities, mix*d up into a thin Electuary with 
fmple Syrup of Piony. After the Uſe of the 
Sugar and Butter, the Child is commonly put 
to ſleep; and after he awakes, is variouſly 
treated, according to the particular Fancy of 
the good Women, and ſeldom without a little 
Superſtition, It would be highly proper, 
however, could Mothers and Nurſes be pre- 
valled upon to obſerve it, that a hearty new- 
born Child ſhould be treated ſomewhat in the 
following Manner, 1. He ſhould have no 
Brandy, Geneva, Aniſeed-water, or any other 
of the like fiery Cordials, either alone or 
mixed with his Panada; nor any Thing elſe 
that may curdle or diſagree with his Milk- 
Diet. No Fleſh Meat, not even fat Pig, 
the fayourite Morſel of ſome over-kind Nur- 
les, nor Wine in any large Quantity, ſhould 
be allowed. within the Month at leaſt ; be- 
cauſe the Infant was not thus fed in his Mo- 
ther's Belly. Acids ought not to be mixed 
with his Food; nor ſhould he be cramm'd 
too much at one Time, but rather * 05 
lttle 
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little and little, and often. 3. He ſhould lie q 
with his Head conſiderably raiſed, that the 
Phlegm, wherewith young Children abound, 


may the readier be diſcharged, and Suffo- 


cation be prevented. The ſudden Deaths of 
young Children, in all probability, are very 


often owing to a Neglect of this Caution, 
which all Nurſes therefore ſhould imprint in 


their Minds.

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CHAP. AVE. 


Of difficult and unnatural Births, the | 


various Diſorders attending them, and 


the Manner of proceeding under every 


Circumſtance. 


HOSE are called difficult Births, where. 


in the Woman continues long in the 
Pains of Labour, without being delivered, 
Unnatural Births are when the Child pre- 
ſents itſelf any other Way than with the 
Head foremoſt, or downwards, and the Face 
turned towards the Mother's Back. I ſhall 
treat of them both in this Chapter, Which 
will be peculiarly uſeful to Women who 
practiſe Midwitery. 


Difficult Births may happen from a Strait- 


neſs of the Paſſages z which is frequently the 


Caſe in very young Women, or very elder- | 


ly ones, who were never delivered before; * 
| as 
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as alſo ſuch as are of a dry, conſumptive 
Conſtitution. Sometimes alſo the Membranes 
breaking long before the Time of Delivery, 
the Waters are wanting, which ſhould lubri- 
cate and relax the Parts, in order to pro- 
cure an eaſy Diſcharge of the Fœtus. And 
ſometimes, on the other Hand, theſe Mem- 
branes are ſo thick and ſtrong, that they 
will not break in ſeaſon, when the Time of 
Delivery is at Hand. There may alſo be 
a great Weakneſs on the ſide of the Mother, 
which diſables her from aſſiſting properly 
with her Throws: And a like We be on 
the part of the Child, will leſſen the Effect 
of its Strugglings. To theſe Cauſes may be 
added the Piles, Convulſions, a large Quan- 
tity of hardened Excrements in the Inteſ- 
tines, a Looſeneſs, a Dropſy, Tumors or 
Ulcers in the Womb, and the Parts adja- 
cent; a Relaxation of the Womb, the large 
Bulk of the Child, Twins, unſeaſonable Flood- 
ing, a Diſtortion of the Paſſage, or a dead 
Child. 

When a dead Child is in the Womb, the 
Woman will not feel the uſual Motion of it, 
probably for a conſiderable Time before De- 
livery. Her Pains and Throws will like- 
wiſe be weak and languid, and not at all 
promoted from within; and when the Wa- 
ters break away, there will be no apparent 
Signs of immediate Delivery. The Mother, 
en turning, will likewiſe find the Child, 

{it be dead within her, falling from one 


Side 
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Side to the other, in a remarkable manner, 


and remaining like a heavy Lump on that 


Side to which ſhe turned. The Midwife, 
upon Examination, will be ſenſible of the 


Want of Motion in the Child, and of a diſ. 
agreeable Stench, if it has been dead long 
enough to corrupt. 


heavy, her face wan and pale; and, if it 


has been dead any Time, her Breaſts will 


become flabby, and an ill- ſcented diſcoloured 
Matter will iſſue from the Womb. To all 
which add, that if the Secundines are ex- 


cluded before the Child, it is thought a cer- 
tain Sign that the latter is dead. The Suſpi- 


cion will be confirmed, if the Woman has 


not gone out her Reckoning; if ſhe has re- 
ceived any external Injury during the Time 


of her Pregnancy; if ſhe is remarkably un- 


healthy, or infected with a venereal Taint ; 


if no Pulfation can be felt in the Navel- 


ſtrings ; it the Sutures of the Child's Head 
are cloſed, or the Bones of the Scull wrapped * 


over one another: And, laſtly, if the Wo- 
man be convulſed, and the Caſe attended 
with Flooding and Faintneſs. | 
There is Room to ſuſpect Twins, if, after 
the Woman 1s delivered of one Child, the 
Pains, Flooding, and ſwelling of the Belly 


continue; but the Matter, as I obſerved in 
the foregoing Chapter, may be put beyond 


Exception by ſearching. We may conjec- 
| ture 


The Countenance of the 
Mother may likewiſe expreſs the Death of 
the Child; her Eyes appearing ſunk and 
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ture that the Membranes including the Child 
are too ſtrong, if, when the Woman has 
gone out her full Time, ſhe remains ſome 
Hours in Labour, the Pains and Throws 
having been ſufficiently ſtrong and regular; 
alſo, if the Poſture of the Child at the ſame 
Time be natural; if the Gathering of the 
Waters, that 1s, their bulging outwards, has 
been of longer Continuance than uſual before 
their coming away: And, finally, if upon 
examining the Membranes with the Touch, 
they. appear to be of an uncommon Thick- 
neſs, which an experienced Midwife will ea- 
ily perceive. 

The Caſe is dangerous, if a Woman con- 
tinues in Labour four or five Days, When 
the Child is dead, the Pains leſſen or go off, 
and the Woman falls into Convulſions, or 
> Y &thargick Diſorders. If there be a violent 
I Flooding, and no Proſpect of a ſpeedy De- 
. © livery, the Woman is in great Danger. And, 
In general, all Caſes of this Kind are dan- 
4 Yzrous in Proportion to the Violence of the 
4 Jymptoms, and their Continuance, compa- 
o- ed with the Conſtitution and Habit of the 
d Patient. 

In the moſt difficult and dangerous La- 
er Yours, great Care ſhould be taken to encou- 
ne Inge and keep up the Spirits of the Wo- 
% Iman; a Neglect of which, or the contrary. 
in IFrocedure, might be of very fatal Conſe- 


quence. In other Reſpects, the Regimen

When the Waters break away un ſeaſon- 
ably, or long before the Time of Delivery 
approaches, it will be proper to lubricate, 


and relax the Parts, by the external Uſe of 


Oils and Ointments, freſh Butter, Lard, or 
the like; and to order for Internals, the 
ſame Medicines that are proper in Caſe of 
Weakneſs. It might alſo be of Service to in- 
ject frequently Oil of Sweet Almonds, warm; 
the Throws, in the mean Time, being en- 
couraged by all the artificial Aſſiſtance the 
Mother can afford ; as by regulating the 
Breath in Inſpiration, violent Motions of 
the Midriff and abdominal Muſcles, Snee- 
zes, Straining, and the like. But if the Caſe 
be attended with a violent Flooding, or Con- 
vulſions, immediate Recourſe muſt be had to 
the Midwife's Office, for the Safety both of 
the Mother and the Child. 

When the Labour is retarded by the 
Thickneſs of the Membranes including the 
Child, which may be learned from the Col- 
lection and long bulging of the Waters, the 
Procedure ſhould be as in caſe of Weak- 
reſs in the Mother, with the Aſſiſtance of 
luch Motions as tend to forward Delivery; as 
walking about the Room, and the like, But 
if they ſtill obſtinately continue unbroken, 
and the Caſe be deſperate, they muſt be rent, 
or cut by a ſkilful Operator, 
| N 2 When 
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When the Child is large, or dropſical in 


any particular Part, or when the Mother 
wants Strength to ſupport her Throws, a 


Glaſs of warm Wine ſhould be now and then 


adminiſtered; which might alſo be burnt | 
with Spices. A Glaſs of Cinnamon, or other 


cordial Water, might likewiſe be attended 


with Succeſs. Some experienced Women, 
when the Delivery is retarded thro? Weak. 


neſs, give about a Scruple of Dittany of Crete, 


powdered, in a Draught of Penny-royal Ma- 


ter, and repeat the Dole as they ſee Occa- 
ſion. Others, for the ſame Purpoſe, infuſe 


the Leaves in Wine, or uſe them along wich 
the common Spices in burning their Wine. 


Theſe Methods are often ſucceſsful. Tis al- 
ſo uſual with ſome, but without much Rea- 
ſon, to give Goa-ſtone, Gaſcoigne*'s Powder, or 
Compound Powder of Crab's Claws, Bezoar, 


&c. But inſtead of theſe, the following may 


be ſubſtituted to great Advantage. 


Take Troches of Myrrh and Borace, of each 
one Scruple; Syrup of Mugwort, half an Ounce ; 


Hxſteric and Penny-royal Waters, of each one 


Ounce ;, Tiniture of Caſtor, one Dram; Spirit 


of Harthhory, forty Drops: Mix for a Draught. | 


This may be repeated every third or fourth 
Hour, ſo long as the Caſe requires it. Or, 
for thoſe who prefer a Bolus, 


Take Potuder of Myrrh, half a Scruple; 
Engliſh Saffron, Ruſſia Caſter, and Volalil:| 


Salt of Hariſnorn, of each fix Grains; Toy

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of Amber, one Scruple , Syrup of ſtinking O- 
rache, enough to make a Bolus, To be repeated 
15 Occaſion may require, drinking after it 
the following Mixture. 


Take Rue Water, two Ounces; Stephens*s 
Il ater, one Ounce, Syrup of Saffron, half an 
Ounce, Spirit of Salt Armoniac with Amber, 
thirty Drops: Mix for a Draught. If Pow- 
ders are more agree able, ule as follows. 


Take Pouder of Myrrh, one Dram; Caf. 
tor and Saffron, of each fifteen Grains 
Oil of Cinnamon, three Drops: Mix in 2 
Pozeder, Divide it into three Papers, of 
which let one be taken every fourth or fifth 
Hour, while the Labour continues; drink-— 
f after it five Spoonfuls of the following 
ep. 


Toke Black Cherry, Penny royal, and Rue 
Vaters, of each three Ounces ;, ſtrong Cinna- 
mou Mater, and Dr. Stephens*'s Water, of 
each two Ounces , Syrup of Citroa Peels, one 
Ounce z compound Spirit of Lavender, two 
Drams : Mix. 


If theſe or the like Medicines fail of Suc- 
ceſs, proper Things ſhould be given to make 
the Patient ſneeze. 
to adminiſter a Vomit of Ipecacuanha, and 
with Succeſs: But then there muſt be no 
Convulſions, or violent Flooding, After 
Delivery the following Drops may be con- 
tinued tor a few Days, 
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Take Tincture of Caſtor, two Drams ; Sal 1 


Volatile Olecſum, Spirit of Hartſhorn, and 
TintTure of Scffron, of each one Dram: Mig, 
Let thirty Drops be taken occaſionally, in a 
Glaſs of Lisbon White Wine. 


When the Piles, by their Swelling and 
Pain, prove an Obſtruction to the Delivery, 


it is proper to unload the Veſſels by the 


Application of ILeeches, Likewiſe the Part 
aftected may be bathed with warm Milk; or, 
if the Patient be coſtive, a Glyſter of Al- 
monds, Milk, and Sugar, may be injected, 
After this, the Part may be anointed with 
Tome ſuch Liniment as has been already 


preſcribed, In other Reſpects, the Caſe may 


be treated as the common Piles, in the man- 
ner formerly mentioned, Chap. X. 

When the Uterine Paſſages are ſtraitened 
by a Collection of hardened Excrements, 2 
Diſcharge thereof is to be attempted by emol- 


tent Glyſters; or, if any Inconveniency at-. 
tend the Poſture proper for a Glyſter, | 


Violet Comfit may be employed in its Room, 
by way of Suppoſitory. 

When a violent Looſeneſs weakens the 
Patient, and hinders the Excluſion of the 
Child, the Cure ſhould be immediately at- 
tempted in the following manner. 


Take ſmall Cinnamon Water, Black Cherry 


Water, and ſtrong Cinnamon Water, of each 
{wo Ounces ; Rhubarb dried and powdered,

Dr. Stephens's Water and Aqua Mirabilis, of 


each two Ounces ; Preparation of Pear(s, two 
Drams ; Sal Volatile Oleoſum, Spirits of Mint 
and Saffron, of each one Dram: Mix, 


In other Reſpects, this Caſe is to be dealt 
with as a common Looſeneſs or Dyſentery, 
where any farther Means are required; but 
in moſt Patients, what is here ſet down will 
effect a Cure alone, with proper Regimen. 

When the Child is actually dead, and the 
Woman's Pains decreaſe or go off, it may be 
proper to employ ſuch Medicines as are pre- 
ſcribed in caſe of Weakneſs. If theſe have 
not the defired Effect, and the Waters are 
broke away, a Vomit of Ipecacuanha may 
be given, where the Woman has ſufficient 
Strength. But if ſhe be quite enfeebled, and

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much Time has been loſt ; if there be Flood. 1 


ing: Convulſions, or other dangerous Symp. 
toms, the Child muſt be immediately ex- 
tracted, by the Help of a Man, if it cannot 
be done otherwiſe. 

In caſe of Twins, the requiſite Procedure 
differs little from what is common. Care 
muſt be taken, that one of them be not left 
behind unregarded; and to prevent their 
croſſing, or entangling with one another in 
the Delivery, whereby the Extremities of 
tnat which was to be brought away laſt, 
might be miſtaken for thoſe of the other, 


which might prove of fatal Conſequence 
both to Children and Mother. The Mid- 


wife, therefore, having drawn forth the Head 
and Shoulders of one, ſhould gently lip her 


Hands under its Arm-pits, and directly bring 


it away. Sometimes, in caſe of Twins, at- 
tur one is delivered naturally, the other comes 


not with its Head, but its Feet foremoſt ; in 


which Manner it muſt then be extracted. 


And ſometimes, after one 1s brought away, 
the other will remain in the Womb ſome 


Days; which is a dangerous Caſe, and re- 
quires the Membranes, if not already broke, 


ro be carefully cut, and the Child extracted. 


If one happens to be dead, and the other 


alive, great Caution and Expedition muſt 


be uſed in the Delivery: But ſometimes : 
Weakneſs, Convulſions, or other bad Symp- 


toms, may require the Operation to be de- 


ferr'd till the Woman recovers ark | 
| The 
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The Child which lies loweſt in the Paſſage, 
ſhould always be firſt extracted. 

If a Suppreſſion of Urine cauſe Delay in 
the Delivery, and this proceeds from a Stone 
in the Bladder, preſſing upon its Neck, it 
ought directly to be put back by a Cathe- 
ter. But if the Child, by bearing againſt 
the Bladder, be the Caule of this Suppreſſion, 
the Abdomen muſt be raiſed, and 1 
by a proper Swathe, And in caſe this 
has not the deſired Effect, Recourſe mult be 
had to the Catheter, in order to empty the 
Bladder. 

When Convulſions retard Delivery, the 
Caſe is reputed dangerous, and often attend- 
ed with the Loſs of both Mother and Child, 
unleſs great Expedition be uſed, Proper In- 
ternals ſhould here be freely given, in or- 
der. to put off the Fit. The following Bo- 
lus and Julep are well ſuited to this Iaten— 
tion, 


Take Powder of wild Valerian Root, and 
Powder againſt Epilepſy, of each fifteen Grains; 
Volatile Salt of Amber, Hariſborn, and Saf- 
fron, of each five Grains; Camphire, three 
Grains ; Conſerve of Rue, one Scruple; Syrup 
of Pionies, enough to make a Bolus, Let one 
be taken every three or four Hours, drink- 
ing after it about four Spoonfuls of the Julep, 
which is thus made. 
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Take Black Cherry and Rue Waters, of each © 


three Ounces ;, compound Piony-water, two 


Ounces; compound Syrup of Pionies, one Ounce, 
compound Spirit of Lavender, Tinfure of Caſ. 
tor, and Sal Volatile Oleoſum, of each one Dram 


and an half : Mix them together. 


If the Woman be dilirious, or the Flood- 


ing violent, the Delivery muſt be immediate- 


ly attempted. The Membranes alſo muſt be 
artfully opened, if they do not break ſponta- 


neouſly. 


Too ſtrong Cordials, or Stimulators, ought | 


to be omitted in a violent Flooding, for fear 
of increaſing the Flux. But if the Woman 


be plethoric, and has not already loſt too 
much, Bleeding may be uſed, to cauſe a Re- 
vulſion. In the mean Time, the following 


Bolus and Julep may be ſerviceable. 


Take Japan Earth, Troches of Amber, Pou- 
der of Myrrh, and Preparation of red Coral, 


of each half a Scruple; Diaſcordium without 


Floney, enough to make a Bolus, Let one be 
taken every fourth Hour, or as the Caſe re- 
quires,. drinking after it four Spoonfuls of the 
Fulep, which 1s thus made. 


Take Plantain Water, Red Roſe Water, 


mall Cinnamon Water, and red Wine, of each 
gwo Ounces; the ſharpeſt Vinegar, one Ounce ; 


Syrup of Quinces, fix Drams;, Spirit of Sweet. 


Nitre, enough io make a Fulep. Allo, 
Take Spirit of Vitricl, two Drams; con- 
pound Spirit of Lavender, oue Dram: Mix. Let 


twenty 
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twenty Drops of this be frequently taken; 
with a Draught of red Wine and Spring Wa- 
ter, mix'd. 


To theſe Medicines Laudanum may be 
added occaſionally, If the Flux ſtill prove 
violent, the ſame Medicines may be uſed as 
in other Floodings, and in an immoderate 
Flux of the Courſes. 

When the Birth is delay'd on Account of 
any Impoſtumation or Ulceration in the 
Womb, the Caſe muſt be treated in the ſame 
manner formerly mentioned, Chap, XI. pro- 
vided the Impoſtume or Ulcer be diſcovered 
in Time, But if it be not known till the 
Time of Labour, lenient Glyſters, emollient 
Fomentations, and reſolving Liniments, ſuch 
as have often been preſcribed, ſhould be uſed 
for the Impoſtumation; and for the Ulcera- 
tion, Pledgets dipt in red Wine ; the Mid- 
= being careful to perform her Office ten- 

ry. 

If any old Calloſity, or hard Swelling, in 
the Womb or Sheath, create a Difficulty in 
the Delivery, and the Diſorder was known 
during the Pregnancy, the Cure mult be at- 
tempted as other ſcirrhous Tumors, Chap. XI. 
But at the Time of Labour only emollient 
Fomentations and Lintments can be uſed, 
conſiſting of Mili, Sugar, and Oil of Sweet 
Almonds. Or elſe a Piece of Spunge, pro- 
perly prepared, may be put in, in order to 
dilate the Parts. And in Caſe this 25 

fail, 
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fail, recourſe muſt be had to the Uſe of In- 
ſtruments. Ny : 
When a Relaxation of the Womb, or its 
Ligaments, retards the Birth, emollient Me- 
dicines muſt be ſparingly uſed ; but Cloths 
dipp'd in warm red Wine may be frequently 
applied. The Poſture of the Woman muſt 
be contrived to favour the Diſorder, and ſne 
ought to be quiet as much as poſſible. In 
other Reſpects, this Caſe may be treated as a a 
common Relaxation, or Bearing-down of the 
Womb. See Chap. XI. 
Diſtortion of the Sheath ſometimes hinders 
the Excluſion of the Fœtus. The Woman 
muſt then be placed in a Poſture to favour 
the Delivery: And for this Purpoſe, that of 
Standing is generally preferred. Other Caſes 
require different Poſtures, and particularly 
that of ſtanding on a Stool. In this Caſe the 
Woman mult be ſupported under her Arms, 
or lean on a Pillow in ſome convenient Place. 
Particular Diſtortions of the Parts, Situations 
of the Child, the Woman's uſual Way of Lite, 
and other various Symptoms, may require 
yet different Poſtures, as Kneeling, Leaning, | 
Stooping; Which are beſt concerted between 
the Mother and the Midwife. 
Sometimes the Child ſticks between its 
Neck and Shoulders, in the Orifice of the 
Womb, ſo as to be in Danger of ſuffocating, 
This Cate requires great Care and Expedi- 
tion; Care, that the Head of the Infant be not 
pulled from its Shoulders; and ä 
; that 


Sometimes the Navel-ſtring is wound about 


to ſatisfy herſelf, before ſhe enters expreſsly 
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that it be not ſtifled in the Paſſage. The 
Fingers or Hand mult here be gently intro— 


duced between the Neck of the Womb and 


the Child, and in this Manner he muſt be 
artfully eaſed. 


the Neck of the Child, and muſt be diſen- 
tangled before Delivery, for the Safety both 
of Mother and Child. To prevent any fatal 
Accident from this Cauſe, the Midwife ought 


upon her Office; and it ſhe finds the Navel- 
ſtring thus entangled, by all means to endea- 
vour to clear it, and reduce it to its natural 
Situation. | 

I come now to thoſe Sorts of Births that 
are called unnatural, Theſe may happen 
from the Child's turning it ſelf, or being 
turned in the Womb, whether ſide-ways, 
the Face upwards, or otherwiſe ; ſo that the 
Hands, Feet, Knees, Shoulders, or any 0- 
ther Parts, may ſeparately or jointly preſent 
themſelves. The Navel-ſtring allo, being 
broke, may appear firſt; and ſo may the 
Secundines, or they may adhere ſtrongly to 
the Womb. The particular State of the Caſe 
is beſt learned by the Symptoms attending 
the Labour, compared with what appears 
upon Examination. It the Throws are regu- 


lar and ſtrong, the Sheath and Womb ſuffi- 
ciently dilated, the Waters evacuated, and 


yet the Birth does not come forwards, we 
may conjecture that the Child is large, or 
| alfected 
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affected with a general or particular Dropſy, 
as in the Head, the Belly, or elſewhere. The 
Danger attending unnatural Births always in- 
creaſes in Proportion to the Violence of the 
Symptoms, the Continuance of the Caſe, and 
the Nature of the Cauſes from which it pro- 
ceeds. 

Unnatural Births ought, to be reduced to 
the Natural, as much as poſſible, by artificial 
Means. Thus, when the Head preſents itſelf 
ſideways, the Child ſhould be gently put 
back, and turned to the natural Situation, 
But if it be advanced too far this, for inſtance, 
to the Neck, it may, by turning, be reduced 
to the proper Poſture, and extracted as in 
natural Labours. 

When the Child lies with his Face up- 
wards, and it be found impracticable to turn 
him, he muſt be helped out in that Poſture; 
tho* the Conſequence 1s uſually ſome ſmall 
Bruiſe in his Face, or a Flatneſs of the Noſe, 
occaſion'd by preſſing, againſt the Bones of 
the Mother. 

When a Child is. dropfical in the Head, 
it may be known by the large Size thereof, 
and the Openneſs of its Sutures, while the 


other Parts of the Body are generally ſmall 


and waſted, If the Extraction cannot be 
here made in the common Way, becauſe 


of the Size of the Head, the Space be- 


tween the Sutures mult be cautiouſly opened, 
in order to evacuate the collected Water. 
The

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The like Method is to be taken when the 
Child is dropſical in the Breaſt or Belly; due 
Regard being had to the Structure of the 
Part, and the proper manner of making the 
Puncture. | 

If the Fœtus be monſtrous, either univer- 
fally or in a particular Part, and the utmuſt 
Endeavours to procure a Delivery are in- 
effectual, its ſuperfluous Parts may be cut 
off with a proper Inſtrument, or the whole 
may be divided, to ſave the Life of the Mo- 
ther. But while the Child is alive, all En- 
deavours ſhould be firſt uſed to extract it 
whole. 

After the Waters are broke away, if the 
Feet of the Child preſent themſelves firſt, 
ſome Danger may attend an Attempt to turn 
it: *Tis therefore more adviſeable to extract 
it as it offers; and when it is advanced as 
far as the Hips, it may be gently drawn by 
wrapping a fine Napkin round it. But if 
the Face now happen to be upwards, it ought 
to be turned downwards, to prevent Suffoca- 
tion and Bruiſes. If only one Foot appear, 
let it be confidered whether the left or the 
right, in order to find the other; and when 
both are placed together, the Operation may 
be as above-mention'd. | 

*Tis impoſſible to proceed while both the 
Hands and Feet preſent themſelves at once : 
The Hands therefore are to be turned back, 
and then the Extraction may be perform'd. 3 
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If one Arm, or both, come forwards, they 


muſt be put back and replaced, if poſſible : 


But when they are far advanced, the Caſe ig 


.attended with Difficulty. It in this Caſe the 


Child appears to be dead, the Limbs which 
thus preſent themſelves may be ſeparated by 


the Hands. After the Hands are replaced, 


if the Head cannot be found, Search muſt be 


made for the Feet, and the Fœtus extracted 
after the Manner requiſite in thoſe Circum- 


ſtances. 
When the Knees preſent themſelves, while 


the Hams are turned backwards, great Care 
muſt be taken not to miſtake them for the 
Head : For which Purpoſe, the Part ſhould 
be traced to the Ham, and the Woman be- 
ing laid in a convenient Poſture, Search muſt 
be made for the Feet, obſerving that the 


Child's Face be kept towards the Mother's 


Back. 

When a Shoulder preſents itſelf firſt, the 
Caſe is difficult, on Account of the Diſtance 
of this Part trom the Feet. The Child muſt 
be replaced, and then, as well as poſſible, 


Search muſt be made for the Feet; which 
being brought out firſt, the Fœtus may be 


extracted, 


The Child is in Danger of Suffocation 


when the Back comes foreinoſt, unleſs the 


- Poſture be inſtantly altered; nor will it be 
. poſſible ro procure Delivery, without firſt 


bringing out the Feet. 


When 
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When the Buttocks come firſt, the Feet 
muſt be ſought, as in other unnatural Caſes: 
But where they cannot be found, Delivery 
may be attempted in the preſent Poſture, and 
with good Hopes of Succeſs. 

When the Breaſt or Belly preſents firſt, the 
Caſe is often dangerous, it being iimpoſſible 
to proceed in that Poſture. The Mid wife 
therefore muſt carefully replace the Parts, 
and find out the Feet; remembring to turn 
the Child's Face to the Mother's Back. 
When either Side comes firſt, the Caſe is leſs 
dangerous. The Navel-ſtring generally comes 
foremoſt, when the Belly preſents itſelf. 

There is always Danger when the Navel- 
ſtring appears firſt, whether the Child be in 
a natural or an unnatural Poſture, unleſs the 
Delivery be ſuddenly performed; becauſe 
the Circulation is apt to be ſtopped, from 

any Injury done to this Part; which fre— 


; quently occaſions the Death of the Child, and 
a violent Symptoms to the Mother. The Mid- 
. wife, in this Caſe, muſt replace the Navel- 
. ſtring, and then extract the Child, either by 
the Head or the Feet, with all poſſible Ex- 
- pedition, 

When the Navel-ſtring is broke, there is 
n © more Danger on the Mother's Side than on 
e the Child's, becauſe of the Difficulty of draw- 
e ing out of the After-Birth; which remaining 


& long behind, is uſually fatal : Whereas the 
Child, it once naturally delivered, is ſoon 

n {<cured by a Ligature, If any Part of the 
Navel- 
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Navel-String remains .fixed to the Womb. P |

If it cannot be 
all brought away by this Means, ?*cis better 
to leave ſome Part behind, than to hurt the 
Womb itſelf by violent Treatment; which 
might occaſion Convulſions, exceſſive Flood- 
ings, and perhaps even Death; or, if not 
theſe, Inflammations, Ulcers, or Gangrenes, 
might be the Conſequence of ſuch Injuries. 
Some ſuch Medicines as the following will 


be here uſeful, in order to forward the Ex- 


ulſion of the Womb-cake, or any remain- 
ing Part of it.

When the Womb-cake preſents itſelf firſt, 


J or comes quite away before the Child, the 
Danger of Suffocation is great to the Child, 
and of mortal Flooding to the Mother. Here 


Delivery muſt be immediately attempted, 
without ſpending Time to reduce the Child 


IJ to its natural Poſture, unlefs it can be done 


inſtantly, Upon a complete Delivery, the 
Flooding generally abates or ceaſes : But if 
it ſhould not, it muſt be treated as in the 
following Chapter, concerning Diſorders con- 
ſequent upon Delivery. 

Tho? I have ſeveral Times had Occaſion 
to mention the inſtrumental Method of De- 
livery, I ſhall not pretend to give any Direc- 
tions concerning it, becauſe fuch Directions 
would be of no Uſe to the fair Sex. When 
this Method is neceſſary, Recourſe muſt be 
had to an able and ſkilfu] Operator, who will 
be beſt qualified to judge in what manner he 


ſhould proceed, when he has conſidered the 


Woman's preſent Circumſtances, Situation, 
and Strength,

HE Delivery is followed by a copious 
Diſcharge of Blood, which, proving 
continual for the Time, is called Flooging ; 
being generally of dangerous Conſequence, j 
if immoderate, or of long Continuance ; el- 
pecially in tender Conſtitutions, or when 
it cauſes Weakneſs, Faintneſs, or Convulſions. 
The Regimen in this Caſe ſhould not be too 
hot. Reſt ſhould be indulged. The Diet 
may be Panada, Sago, or Jellies: The it 
Drink, Wine and Water, with a Toaſt.

After this, the Flood decreaſes, grows more 
watry, or ſomewhat reſembling ſuppurated 


Matter. The Evacuation generally ceaſes in 
fourteen or fifteen Days after Delivery, dur- 


ing which Time it may greatly vary in Co- 


lour, Conſiſtence, and Smell. This Flux is 


calPd the Lochia, or Childbed Purgations, It is 


generally leſs after a Miſcarriage, than after 
a perfect Birth. It conftantly decreaſes as the 
Milk comes more plentifully. When it is 


regular and natural, the Quantity is pro- 
portioned to the Cauſe, the Conſtitution, and 
the Laceration of the Veſſels; the Scent is 
not ill, the Change of Colour and Conſil- | 


tence

all Flooding, the Belly ſhould not be preſſtd 
too tight. The following Injection is good 
in Cate of Faintneſs, Convulſions, and long 
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A tence gradual, without any Signs of its cor- 
1 coding, or the like. 


Suppreſſion hereof may proceed from va- 


I rious Cauſes; as a Looſeneſs, Paſſions of the 
Mind, taking of Cold, the Uſe of Aſtrin— 
gent Medicines, an obſtructed Perſpiration, 
and many others. 


This Suppreſſion is more or leſs dange- 


tous in Proportion to its Degree, and the Time 
of its Continuance. If the Stoppage be ſudden, 
and foon after Delivery, it may cauſe Pains 
Jof the Head, a Fever, Difficulty of Breath, 
and Inflammation of the Womb: And if not 
I ſpeedily remedied, Swellings, Ulcers, Can- 
Jcers, Lameneſs, Pains in the Belly and Loins, 


Convulſions, and hyſteric Diſorders. Bleed- 


ing at the Noſe, and the Piles, are good to 


preyent theſe 3 as alſo profuſe Sweats, an 


extraordinary Diſcharge of foul Urine, and 


the like. 

The Patient muſt here keep her Bed, and 
lie with her Head and Body ſomewhat raiſed. 
A Glaſs of warm Wine may be now and 


then allow*d ; alſo Panada, Jellies and Broths. 


In general, all her Drink muſt be warm. 

A Glaſs of Hyſteric and Pennyroyal Water 
mix*d, twice or thrice a Day, has here been 
found ſerviceable. But theſe hot Waters are 
hardly allowable in a Fever, except it be a 
ſmall Quantity of the latter. Glyſters and 


Cupping-Glaſſes have been ſometimes uſed 


to Advantage; and it is proper to rub the 
Legs, and other lower Parts. Injections

The Diſorders occaſioned by a Supprel- 
ſon of the Lochia, uſually diſappear upon 
the Return of the Flux: But if any particular 
Symptoms remain, they muſt be treated ac- 
cording to their reſpective Kinds, 

When the Ch:/4bed Purgations flow ſo co- 
piouſly, or continue ſo long, as to cauſe a 
conſiderable Loſs of Strength and Spirits, a 
weak intermitting Pulſe, Faintings, Con- 
vulſions, Pains in the Belly, or the like, 
they muſt always be deemed 7mnmoderate. 
And after Recovery, Paleneſs, Want of Fleſh, 
dwelling in the Legs and Thighs, and a 
dropſical Diſpoſition, Will generally remain 
ior ſome Time. 

In this Caſe the Regimen ſhould be re- 
ſtringent, proceeding gradually from the 

weaker 
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weaker Things to what are more powerful, 
Barley-gruel, Panada, Jellies, Rice-gruel, 
and Hartſhorn Drink, are here convenient ; 
as is alſo a Glaſs of red Wine and Water be- 
tween whiles. The Patient ſhould be kept 
hot, fleep moderately, and drink but ſpa- 
ringly of thin Liquids, for fear of a Dropſy. 
"The Reftringents may be theſe. 


Take ſmall Cinnamon and Black Cherry Va- 
ters, of each three Ounces; Treacle Mater, 
one Gunce and an half; Bole Armoniac pre- 
pared, two Drams ; Species of Facinth and Fa- 
pan Hari, of each two Scruples ; Syrups of Co- 
ral and red Roſes, of each half an Ounce ; 
Spirit of Vitriol, fifteen Dreps : Make a Mix- 
ture. Let four Spoonfuls at a Time be taken 
every fourth or fifth Hour, Alſo, 


Take Selt Prunel, one Scruple; Dragon's 


Blood, half a Scruple : Mix in a Powder. This 
whole Quantity may be drank three or four 
times a Day, in a Glaſs of red Wine mixed 
with Water, 


The external Remedies, when they are 


ound neceſſary, may be the ſame with thofe 
preſcribed in other immoderate Fluxes. But 
if theſe fail of Succeſs, the following Solu- 
tion may be injected to Advantage.

Ounce. This Method will ſucceed in the moſt 
dangerous Fluxes of the Lochia: In the more 
moderate, I refer to the Articles of Flooding, 


A Retention or violent Extraction of the 
After-birth, or a Stoppage of the Lochia, 
are apt to cauſe Convulſions after Delivery, 
which are more or leſs dangerous, accord- 
ing to their Cauſe, Continuance, and De- 
gree, compared with the Conſtitution of the 
Patient. 

If they proceed from a violent Extraction 
of the Cake, which cauſes a large Flood- 
ing, aſtringent Injections of red Wine, Al- 
lum, and Sugar of Lead, are very proper. If 
the Veſſels of the Womb be torn without any 
conſiderable Flux, the Injections ſhould con- 
fitt of warm Milk and Barley Decoction, or a 
Decoction of Mallot Leaves, Camomile Floww- 
ers, and Linſeed, mix'd up with Mel Roſe- 
tum, When the Symptom 1s from Reten- 
ſion of the Secundines, or a Suppreſſion of 
the Lochia, prepare Injections with Birth- 
wort Root, Gentian, Leaves of Common Worm 
wood, and Mugwort : To the Decoction where- 
of may be added Mel Roſatum, Tinfure of 
Myrrh, and Elixir Proprietatis. But if any 
concreted Blood remain in the Womb, it mult 
be extracted, before we can reaſonably expect 
a Cure of the Convulſions. 

When Hyſteric Symptoms happen after De- 
livery, a Galbanum Plaiſter ſhould be ap-

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plied to the Navel, and the Patient put into 
a Courſe of Hyſteric Medicines, as in the _ 
Chapter of that Diſcaſe. 4 

About the third, fourth, fifth, or ſixth 
Day after Delivery, the uſual Symptoms of a 
Fever appear; the Lochia, in the mean Time, 
continuing to flow regularly, but in leſſer 

uantity. This Diminution, and the In- 
creaſe of the Milk, which makes the Breaſts 
hard, painful, and hot, ſeem to give rife 
to the Fever, and the attendant Pain and 
Heat in the Loins, Back, and Shoulders, 
This Fever is ſeldom dangerous, but goes 
generally off by a Sweat, if the Patient only 
keeps to a flender Diet. But a violent and 
continued Fever after Delivery, when from 
other Cauſes, and in particular Conſtitutions, 
may be of ill Conſequence, the Lochia being 
then uſually ſuppreſſed, which diſtinguiſhes 
it from a Fever cauſed by the Milk. | 

A lender Regimen ſhould here be ob- 
ſerved; which, in regard to the Suppreſ- 
ſion of the Lochia, may be the ſame as was 
ordered in that Caſe. Bleeding 1s here con- 
venient; in the Ankle, when the Fever is 
from any Diſtention or Inflammation of the 
Breaſts; in the Arm, when 1t 1s attended 
with a Pleuriſy, Pulſation in the Head, the 
Quinſy, or Inflammation of the Lungs, At- 
ter which a gentle Sweat may be repeated 
occaſionally, and Cordials moderately uted 


in the Intcryals, 
When 
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When the Breaſts are conſiderably ſwel- 


led or inflamed, a Fomentation may be thus 
prepared. 


Take Marſh-mallow Leaves, Camolile and 
Melilot Flowers, of each half a Handful : Boil 
them in Spring Water, and to ten Ounces of 
the ftrained Decoction, add Spirit of Wine 
camphorated, two Ounces : Mix, This may 
be frequently uſed. J/arm Milk alſo, alone, 
has been found ſerviceable, But when a 
Poultice is required, there cannot be a bet- 
ter than the following. 


Take Marſh-mallows Root, half an Ounce ; 
Leaves of Common + Mallows, one Handful ; 
Linſeed, Fenugreek Seed, of each half an Ounce : 
Boil in a ſufficient Quantity of Spring Water, 
and to the Decoction add Linſeed powdered and 
Bean Flower, in equal Quantities, enough to make 
a proper Conſiſtence; to which add, a ſmall 
Quantity of Ointment of Marſh-mallows. The 
common Poultice likewiſe of Bread and 
Milk, with a little Saffron and Hog's Lard, 
is very good in the preſent Caſe. 


An Inflammation of the Womb and Sheath, 
occaſioned by the Diſtention of the Parts, 
may, when not very violent, be remedied 
by anointing with Hogs Lard, Ointment of 
AMarſh-mellows, or Oil of Sweet Almonds, Ful- 
lers Earth, diſſolved in Water, is allo good 
here, But when the Diſorder 1s violent, and 
remains long after Delivery, and is likewiſe 

O 3 attended 
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attended with difficulty of Urine, Coſtiveneſs, 
a Fever, or Convulſions, it demands the ut- 
moſt Regard, being highly dangerous. 

The Diet here, in general, muſt be of a 
cooling Nature, as in- all inflammatory Diſor- 
ders. Reſt ſhould be indulged, Steep en- 
couraged, and all Exerciſe avoided. The Bel- 
Iy ſhould not be ſwathed too tight, nor kept 
too warm. The Medicines, of all kinds, 
mould encourage the Flux of the Lochia, 
with due regard to the particular Symptoms, 
When there is Danger of Ulcers and ſcir- 
rhous Tumours, Bleeding will be proper in a 
plethoric Habit, if it be done early: After 
which, a gentle purgative Glyſter may be 
now and then injected. When the Lochia 
are entirely gone off, but not before, proper 
Catharticks may be given by the Mouth. 
In other Reſpects, theſe Dilorders may be 
treated as common Inflammations, Abſceſſes, 
and Ulcers, 

When from an Injury done to the Womb 
in Delivery, there is a Relaxation of its L1- 
caments, it muſt be ſpeedily remedied, by 
the ſame Medicines as are preſcribed for a 

earing-down of the Womb in Chap. XI. 
When the Magnitude of the Child, or a Dit- 
ficulty of the Labour, hath ſo diſtended the 
Parts that they cannot ſoon recover their na- 
tural Tone, it will be proper to inject the fol- 
lowing aſtringent Liquor, twice or thrice a 
Day, or to waſh the Parts with it warm. 


Take 
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Teke Pomegranate Peel and Balauſtine Flowers, 14 
of each one Ounce; Armenian Bole, Fapan 0 
1 Earth, and Roche Allum, of each half an 
Ounce : Boil in red Mine and Tincture of red 4 
Reſes, of each a Pint and an half, bill the whole . 
comes to a Quart; which train, and uſe either "= 
for Injection or Lotion. 


The Pains which a Woman feels in het 
Loins, Groin, Sc. ſome time after the Birth 11 
is brought away, are ſeldom dangerous, un- 14 
leſs heightened by a Detenſion of the Lochia, 
which in this caſe ought to be promoted. In 
general, a proper Regimen, and due Poſture 
of the Body, uſually affects a Cure, without 
any particular Medicines: But if the Patient 
be reſtleſs, Sleep may--be promoted by an 
opiate Draught. A ſtrengthening Plaiſter to 
the Small of the Back, the free Uſe of Oil 
of Sweet Almonds, Parmaſitty, and Troches of 
Myrrh, are moſt uſually preſcribed, when 
Medicines are found neceſſary ; and a carmi- 
native Glyſter may be proper to expel Wind, 
The Belly ſhould be kept warm; the Drink 
ſhould be cold, the Swathing not tight, and 
Reſt indulged. 

The Piles, which ſucceed hard Labour, are 
more troubleſome than dangerous. If they 
are much ſwelled, Leeches ſhould be applied 
to the Part. In other Particulars, theſe Piles 


muſt be treated as the common ſort, See 
Chap. X.

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When the Fundament falls down in a diffi- 
cult Labour, it muſt be replaced accordin 
to the Directions in Chap. X. After which, 
reſtringent Fomentations, made of Balauſtine 
Flowers and Pomegranate Peels, ſhould beuſed, 
the Patient ly ing ſo as to favour the Diſorder. 

When the Perinæum, which divides the 
Fundament from the uterine Paſſage, is torn 
in a difficult Labour, and the Excrements 
come out thro? the Privities, the Rent muſt 
be carefully. ſtitch'd by a ſkilful Operator, 
the Privities being firſt cleanſed and dried, 
Then a Pledget dipp'd in Arcenss Liniment 
mult be applied, and ſecured with a Plaiſter 
or Bandage, the Patient lying ſtill in a con- 
venient Poſture, This Cafe is more diſagree- 
able than dangerous; and when it has once 
happen*d, can hardly be prevented, in future 
Deliveries, when it may be of worſe Con- 
ſequence, if not well treated at firſt, 

Abſceſſes conſequent upon Delivery, in the 
Groin, Hips, Thighs, Feet, or other Parts 
of the Body, cannot be carried off but by 
Bleeding and Purging, with the Uſe of Ca- 
lomel between whiles, as the Strength of 
the Patient will permit: And where theſe 
fail, they muſt be brought to Suppuration, 
and opened when fully ripe. After which, 
ticy muſt be cleanſed and healed, in the 
n Manner as other ſcrophulous Ulcers.

Of Diſorders in the Breaſts of Women,, 
which are apt to follow Delivery. 


HE Abundance, Want, Conſiſtence, 

Stagnation, Retenſion, Coagulation, or 
ill Quality of the Milk, are apt to occaſion 
Inflammation, Hardneſs, Rawneſs, and Chaps 
in the Breaſts of Women after D-livery ; and 
ſometimes Swelling, Impoſtumation, Scirrho— 
ſity, and cancerous Ulcers. They are gene- 
rally the moſt violent after Delivery of the- 
firſt Child. 

Tenſion, Heat, Redneſs, and a Fever, are 
uſual Attendants on inflamed Breaſts, When 
the Tightneſs and Heat diminiſh, it is a ſign 
of Impoſtumation, A ſcirthous Tumor is 
hard, nnmoveable, not painful, and ofa dark 
reddiſh Colour. When an Impoſtume breaks, 
the Ulcer is laudable, if the Matter appear 
white, in moderate Quantity, and of good 
Conſiſtence: But the contrary Appearances are 
held to be malignant.. A cancerous Ulcer is, 
when the Scirrhoſity increaſes, and the Swel-. 
ling breaks. An Inflammation frequently at- 
tends the Curdling of the Milk, if it happen 
toon after Delivery: But if not till fifteen or 
twenty Days after giving ſuck, the Breaſts. 
become rugged and hard, without Inflam- 

| 5 mation; 
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mation; a cold Shivering ſeizes the Small of 7 
the Back, which is often follow'd by a Fever, 


and the Veins grow knotty, Rawneſs and 
Chaps of the Nipples are ſometimes ſo vio— 
lent, as to take off the Part, and leave an ob- 
{tinate Ulcer behind them. 

A. Pain or Swelling in the Breaſts, if ſoon 
after Delivery, is ſeldom difficult or dange- 
rous, unleis the Breafts turn cancerous, or 
ulcerous. But in all theſe Caſes a ſlender 
Diet ſhould be obſerv'd, and the Body kept 
open. 

Reaſon will indicate Bleeding and Purging, 
in caſe of a full Habit, and the Promotion of 
the Lochia when they are ſuppreſs'd. When 
4 Bruiſe gave riſe to the Diſorder, the follow- 
ing Liniment is good after Bleeding. 


Take Ointment of Poplar and Marſh-Mal- 
toxvs, Oil of Roſes and beſt Vinegar, of each 
half an Ounce, Spirit of Salt Armoniac, Io 
Dreams : Mix. Anoint the Parts affected, be- 
tween whiles, with a warm Hand. After- 
wards, apply the following Plaiſter. 


Take ſimple Diactylon and Cummin Plaiſter, 
, each half an Ounce, Diachylon with Gum, 
ane Dram: Mix.

rit of Wine, two Ounces : Mix for a Fomen- 
tation, 


The following Lotion alſo, in caſe of great 
Pains, may be uſed with Succeſs. 


Tate Lime Water, beſt Vinegar, and cam— 
Phorated Spirit of Mine, of each two Ounces ;* 
Tin&ure of Saffron, half an Ounce, white Tro— 
ches of Rhafis, two Drams , Spirit of Salt Armo- 
niac, one Dram; Opium, half a Scruple : Mix, 
and waſh the Parts frequently, endeavouring 
in the mean time to promote a Sweat, 


When the Breaſts are hard from the Curd- 
ling of the Milk, they ſhould be drawn before 
the Child ſucks. But if the Child is to be 
put out, the Swelling muſt be diſcuſſed : For 
which Purpoſe freſh-drawn Linſeed Oil is 
very good, uſed by way of Liniment; as 
alſo the Fomentation laſt deſcrib'd. Linſeed 
Oil may likewiſe be mix'd with Bean- flower, 
and uſed as a Poultice, If theſe fail, the 

Swel- 
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Swelling will probably break: In which 
Caſc the Suppuration ought to be promoted 
by the common Poultice of Bread and Milk, 
with the Addition of a little Saffron ; and if 
it ripen ſlowly, a little Oiniment of Marſh- 
Malls. A low Regimen ſhould be here 
uſed, and no evacuating or expelling Me- 
dicines. 

When the Tumor actually contains Matter, 
which may be known by the quaſhing there- 
of, and it is ſufficiently ripe; it ought to be 
open'd with a Cauftic, when a Cancer or Scir- 
rhoſity is apprehended, and treated as an Ul- 
cer, according to its Degree and Nature, But 
a ſimple Impoſtumation, without any ill Symp- 
toms, may be open'd with a Lancet by a ſkil- 
ful Han, and ſpeedily healed with the fol- 


lowing Liniment. 


Take yellow Baſilicon and Arceus*s Liniment, 
of each ſix Drams; Myrrh powder*d, two 
Drams; Maſtich and Aloes, of each half a 
ram; Mel roſatum and Yolk of Egg, of each 
two Drams: Mix. Apply this warm, with 
Pledgets, oblerving not to crowd in too many 
of them. But if there be occaſion to cleanſe 


the Wound before it is healed, the following 


may be uſcd for a few Days. 


Take Ointments of the Apoſtles and Tobacco, 
with Arceus's Liniment, of each half an 
Ounce, red Precipitate levigated, one Dram 
Mr and round Birthwort Root, powdered,

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Apply this as the other, and keep on the 
Dreſſings with ſimple Diachylon Plaiſter; un- 
leſs the Edges of the Ulcer grow hard, when

in order to take down the Calloſity. And 
when the Fleſh 1s nearly level with the Lips 


of the Ulcer, it may be dried up with the fol- 
lowing Ointment, 


Take Ointments of Pompholyx, Tutty, drying 
red and white camphorated, of each tuo Drams 
white Troches of Rhaſis and Lapis Calaminaris, 


of each one Dram; Sugar of Lead, two Scruples : 
Mix, 


When the Ulcer is deep, winding, larger 
within than at the Mouth, the Caſe is dan- 
gerous ; eſpecially if the Windings be nume- 
rous, and the Matter bloody. Surgeon's 
Work is here generally neceſſary to lay the 
Whole into one Wound, which muſt be often 
dreſſed with ſmall ſoft Doſſils, and the Growth 
of proud Fleſh prevented as much as poſſible 


by injecting Allum-water, or the following 
Compoſition. 


Take Egyptian Ointment, two Drams; Tinc- 
ture of Myrrh, and Mel roſatum, of each one 
Ounce; red Wine, two Ounces: Mix. This 
may be uſed either as an Injection or a Lo- 
tion, according as the Bottom of the Ulcer 
can be come at. And the following, uſed in 
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the ſame manner, may ſerve at once for clean- 
ſing and healing the Part. 


Toke round Birthwort, Gentian, and Gum 
Maſtich, of each one Dram; Flowers of red 
Roſes ond Balauſtines, of each half a Dram; 
red Sugar-candy, half an Ounce ; red Wine, 
half a Pint: Boil them a /ittle, and to the 
ſtrain'd Decoction add Tinfure of Myrrh and 
Alpes, one Ounce, Balſam of Peru, and Venice 
Turpentine diſſolved in the Yolk of an Egg, of 
each two Drams; Mel Roſatum, one Ounce : 
Mix, and uſe occaſionally, 


| When there is a Suſpicion of Scirrbaſity, 

and a beginning Cancer, all unctuous Medicines 
are to be omitted, and the following Lini— 
ment may be made uſe of for the Dreſſing. 


Tate Arcæus's Diniment,. yellow Buſilicon, 
Venice Tunpentine, and Yolk of Egg, of each 
| half an Ounce; Precipitate levigated, one Dram; 
Powders of Myrrh, Birthwort, and Gentian, 
of each: half a Dram; Balſam of Peru, two 
Drams : Mix, During the Application of 
this, Bleeding and Purging ſhould be made 
uſe of; and in caſe the Scirrhoſity remains 
obſtinate, Sappuration may be promoted by 
the following Fomentation, 


Take Leaves of Melilot, St. Fohn's Wort; 
and common Wormwood, of each a Handful : 
Boll in Spring Water, enough to cover them: 
To a Pint of the ſirain'd Decoction add campbo- 
rated 
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rated Spirit of Wine, iwo Ounces; Hungary 
Water, one Ounce ; Spirit of Salt Armoniac, 


half an Ounce : Mix, and toment the Part 
frequently. 


Where theſe are found inſufficient, farther 
Advice is immediately neceſſary, ſuch as I 
ſhall not pretend to give in a Work of this 
Nature, which is deſigned only for the Uſe 
of Women themſelves, Which Hint may be 
ſufficient in thoſe other Caſes, where there is 
a Swelling without Appearance of Matter, 
which cannot be expelPd or reſolv'd by the 
Uſe of ſuch diſcutient Medicines as are pre- 
ſcribed in this Chapter. 

When the Veins of the Breaſts are knotied; 
or preternaturally ſwell'd, and the Caſe is not 
attended with an Ulcer, the Patient, if ple- 
thoric, may bleed : Afterwards let her foment 
the Part ſeveral times with red Wine and 
Water. and then wear over it a Plaiſter-of red 
Minium and ffmple Diachylon, in equal Parts. 
Iſſues too may be here uſeful. But where 
there are any Symptoms of an Ulcer, other 
Means mult be practiſed. 

Rawneſs and Chaps of the Nipples are ſel- 
dom dangerous, tho? often very troubleſome, 
and of long Continuance. For a ſimple Raw- 
neſs, it may ſuffice to bathe the Part now 
and then with warm Milk, or to apply a 
Compreſs that has been dipp'd therein, and 
renew the Application frequently, as-the for- 
mer grows cold, Freſb Cream allo rubb'd 

on, 
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on, or apply'd ſpread upon fine Linen, has 
been found very ſerviceable. But where the 
Fibres of the Nipples are very dry and parch- 
ed, the following Liniment may be more 
ſucceſsful. 


Take Sperma Ceti, two Drams; white Wax, 


one Dram; Oil of Sweet Almonds, ten Drams : 
 Diſſolve them together ;, then add Saffron pul- 
verized, half a Scruple; fine Sugar, one Dram 
and an half : Mix. 


On the contrary, when the Fibres of the 
Nipples are lax and moiſt, the following is 
to be preferr*d, and 1s accounted a more ge- 
neral and certain Remedy in both Rawneſs 
and Chaps. h 


Take freſh Pomatum, half an Ounce ; Starch 
o ed, and Armenian Bole, of each one Dram 
and an half; fine Sugar, one Dram; Powder 
of Saffron, five Grains: Mix, Anoint with it 
often. 


The following is both cleanſing and dry- 
ing, and has often been uſed with Succeſs, 
where both theſe Intentions are to be an- 
ſwered. 


Take white camphorated Ointment, half an 
Ounce, Powder of Armenian Bole, two Drams ; 
white Troches of Rhaſis and beſt Starch, of each 
one Dram; beſt Honey, enough to make an Oint- 
ment, 
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Oil of Myrrh by Reſolution, to touch the 
Part with, is by ſome held for a Specific in 
the Cure of chapp'd Nipples, and as ſuch 
made a great Secret of by many good Wo- 
men. Others fill the Chaps with only ine 
poder d Sugar, and a little Ointment of Tutty 
over it. Both of theſe have been found ſer- 
viceable. | 

Theſe Liniments, or Ointments ſhould 
be conſtantly waſhed off with warm Milk, 
before the Child is ſuffered to ſuck. And 
in order to keep on the Dreſſings, little 
Cups of Wood or Lead, with Holes in them, 
or Nipple Glaſſes, ought to be made uſe 
of. It may ſometimes be neceſſary to wean 
the Child, and dry up the Milk, when giv- 
ing ſuck is found to increaſe the Diſorder. 
Spongy Fleſh ſhould be eat off with red Pre- 
cipitate levigated, mix'd with red Ointment 
for the Dreſſing. When the Nipples, by 
Means of an Ulcer, are quite conſumed, the 
Child being weaned, or put to another Nurſe, 
an Attempt may be ſucceſsfully made to form 
new Nipples, by the Uſe of Breaſt Glaſſes, 
and a well regulated Suction. 

In order to prevent an Over-abundance of 
Milt, which may diſtend the Veſſels, and 
occaſion Inflammation and Pain, it 1s uſual, 
prefently after Delivery, to apply Diachylon 
Plaiſters to the Breaſts. This is generally 
tufficient where the Mother deſigns to nurſe 
the Child herſelf: But where it is not ſo, a 

| Mixture 
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Mixture of Ointment of Poplar, and White 
Ointment, ſpread upon Linen, or of Oil of 
Roſes and Vinegar, are recommended for the 
ſame Purpoſe; as likewiſe Rags dipp'd in 
Brandy, and applied to the Arm-pits. A 
new-born Child ſhould not ſuck the Mother 
for at leaſt three or four Days after Delivery, 
during which Time-the Breafts ſhould be ar- 
tificially drawn. But where, notwithſtand- 
ing all Precautions, the Breaſts are greatly 
diſtended and painful, a gentle Purge may 


be given at about fifteen Days after Delivery, 


and repeated occaſionally, if no forbidding 
Symptoms appear. The Diet,. in the mean 
Time, ſhould be ſlender. 

When there is a Deficiency of Milk for the 
Nouriſhment of the Child, the Mother ſhould 
promote the Increaſe of it by Emulſions, 


Jellies, Broths, Wine, good. Malt Liquors, 


and a juicy Food, of eaſy Digeſtion. But 1 
the Caſe proceed from Weakneſs of Conſti- 
tution, which will not admit of high Diet, it 
may be proper to wean the Child, or put it 
elſewhere,. and diſcuſs the Remainder of the 
Milk. 

When the Mil is of too thick a Conſiſt- 
ence, yet in ſufficient Quantity, a ſlender, 
liquid, and diluting Diet is neceſſary. Spi- 


rituous Liquors ſhould be avoided : But a 


Glaſs of Wine and Water may be allow'd. 
Fea and Sack-Whey are here very proper 


Liquors, and a ſmall Doſe of the Bark may 


be of. Uſe. 


Thin. 
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Thin and watry Milk is to be otherwiſe 
rectified. A ſolid Diet, ſtrong Jellies, with 
Fleſh Meat that is eaſy of Digeſtion, are 
here proper, as in Caſe of a Deficiency of 
Milk. | 

When the Milk turns ſour in the Breaſts, 
it is uſually ſweeten'd. by Gaſcoigne's Potoder, 
Sarſaparilla Powder, and. the like; but may 
ſometimes require a Courſe of antiſcorbutick 
Medicines, as Diet-drinks, &c. 

When there is a Neceſſity to di/cu/s the 
Milk, it is uſual, in the firſt place, to ap- 
ply Diacſylon, or De Minium Plaiſters to the 
whole Breaſts; as likewiſe the Mixture of 
Poplar and White Ointment before mentioned, 
ſpread upon Linen; putting Rags dipp'd in 
Rum or Brandy, under the Arm-pits-: But 
when the Breaſts are full of Mili, they 
ought to be firſt drawn ; after which they 
may be bathed with Brandy, and then cover'd 
with Flannel, or Diachylon Plaiſter. Allum 
diſſolved in Vinegar, may be alſo uſed as a 
Fomentation, covering the Breaſts afterwards 
with Rags dipp'd in the ſame, and apply- 
ing other Rags ſo dipp'd to the Arm-pits; 
Honey likewiſe uſed as a Poultice, has been 
here found effectual: So. have the Lees of 
red Wine, or white Troches of Rhaſis diſſolved 
in Lime Water, or_Plantain Water, During 
the Uſe of theſe, obſerve a ſlender Regi- 
men; and if the Lochia are totally ſtopp'd, 
Purges and Glyſters may be ſerviceable, as 
the Conſtitution will bear. And if the 258 
ect. 
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fect of all theſe is not immediately ſuffici- 1 
ent, the Breaſts ſhould be now and then 


drawn, for ſome Time, to prevent any bad 
Conſequences. 


The following Plaiſter, Ointment, and 
Mixture, may perhaps be more ſucceſsful 7 
than any other Medicine, for drying away 


the Milk, when uſed according to Direction. 


Take fimple Diachylon, brown Minium, and 


Soap Plaiſter, of each one Ounce z Cummin 


Plaiſter, half an Ounce ; diſſolve them, ans 
add Oil of Amber, one Dram: Mix, Spread a 
little of this upon Linen for à Plaiſter, and 
apply it to the Breaſts, after having anointed 
them with the Ointment, which is thus 


made : 


Take Ointments of Poplar, white campho-. © 
rated, Laurel, mix*d, and beſt Honey, of each | 


half an Ounce : Mix for an Ointment. Let 


it be rubb'd in with a warm Hand. For the 


Mixture, 


Take Aqua Vitæ, beſt Vinegar, Oil of St. 


. Fobn*s Wort, of each two Ounces ; Lime Wa- 


ter, Plantain Water, and Frog-ſpaten Water, 


of each half an Ounce; Sugar of Lead, Roche 
Allam, and white Troches of Rhaſis, of each | 
two Drams ; Spirit of Sal Armoniac, one 
Dram: Mix. Uſe this as a Fomentation, 
between whiles, and when the Breaſts are 


free from the Plaiſter and Ointment. 


There 
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There are very few Caſes in which either of 
theſe will not be ſufficient alone; but I have 
ſet down Variety of Forms, according to my 
Cuſtom, that nothing may be wanting to 
make this Treatiſe compleat. |

Of the Diſeaſes of Infants, from their 
Birth, till four or f.ve Years of Age. 


— 


T is proper, immediately after Children 

are born, to ſearch narrowly whether 
they have received any Injury, either in the 
Womb, or in the Delivery itſeltf. 

Bruiſes in the Head, or elſewhere, occa- 
ſioned by the rough Treatment of the Mid- 
wife, and Swellings, occaſioned by a Preſ- 
ſure againſt the internal Orifice, may be cured 


or diſcuſſed by the following Mixture. 


Take camphorated Spirit of Wine and Oil 
of Sweet Almonds, of each two Drams; com- 
pound Spirit of Lavender, half a Dam: Mix. 
Let the injur'd Part be frequently anointed 
herewith. It may alſo be now and then fo- 
mented with warm Milk. But if the Swelling 
tends to Suppuration, it ought to be imme- 
diately forwarded with Mucilage Plaiſter, Dia- 
(hylon with Gum, or a Poultice of Bread and 
Milk. And after the Diſcharge of Matter, 
ule Arceus's Liniment, warm, and mixed with 

a 
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a little Peruvian Balſam, for the Dreſſings, 


Plaiſter. 


When a Bruiſe happens in the Scratum, it | 
ſhould be frequently fomented with this De- 


coction. 


Take Pomegranate Peel and Balauſtine Flows- 


ers, of each one Dram; Flowers of red Roſes 
and Melilot, of each a Handful : Boil them, 
a little, in eight Ounces of red Wine, and ſtrain 


for Uſe. 


A Fracture or Diſlocation in Infants, muſt 
be treated by a Surgeon, as in Adults, For 
Internals, when the Injury 1s great, a little 


Syrup of Rhubarb may be ſerviceable, with : 


now and then a ſmall Spoonful of Sack. 


When the Breaſts of an Infant are ſwelled, | 


and ſeem to contain Mili, part of the Hu- 


mours ſhould be gently preſs'd out with the 


Fingers, and the reſt repell'd by a Diachy- 
lon Plaiſter, or the Mixture of Poppies and 


white Ointment, aſſiſted with a gentle ſwa- 


thing up of the Part. 


When a Child 1s ſo weak and faint upon 


Delivery, as to ſeem hardly alive, he muſt 


be wrapp*d in Flannel, directly afrer the | 
cleanſing ;z and a little warm Wine ſhould be 


poured down the Throat, or ſpirted up the 
Noſtrils. A briſk Motion of the whole 
Child, or a ſmart Stroke upon the Buttocks, 
may be alſo ſerviceable. If theſe fail, a 
little Spirit of Hartſhorn may be applied to 

| the 
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the Noſe, When the Child 1s brought to 
himſelf, yet ſtill continues weak, give him 
firſt a Purge or two of Rhubarb, about five 
Grains at a Dole; and then continue for 
ſome Time a Paper of the following Pow- 
der, two or three Times a Day, with a Spoon- 
ful of.the Julep after it. 


Take ſimple Poceder of Crabs Claws, two 
Drams; fine Chalk and Oyſter Shells, of each 
one Dram; Powder of red Roſe Flowers, tws 
Scruples; beſt Cinnamon, one Scruple: Mix, 


and make fifteen Papers. For the Julep, 


Take Black Cherry Water, fix Ounces ; ſtrong 
Cinnamon Water, two Ounces ;, Syrup of Ci- 
tron Peels, an Ounce and an half ; Confeftion 
of Kermes, two Drams : Mix. Let a Spoon- 
ful at a Time be often given between the 
Powders. 


Some uſe only compound Powder of Crabs 
Claws, vulgarly calbd Gaſcoign's Powder, 
about five, ſix, or ſeven Grains at a time, in 
a little thin Hartſhorn Drink, for almoſt all 
Diſeaſes of their Children; and it is, in 
reality, an excellent Preparation. But as 
this Powder is very liable to be counterfeit- 
ed, I would adviſe all Women to be care— 
ful where they buy it. 

Vomiting in Children, when violent, and 
of long ſtanding (for otherwiſe it is not dan- 
gerous) may be cured likewiſe by a Doſe or 
two of Rbubarb, and a free Uſe of the fol- 


lowing 
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lowing teſtaceous Mixture, one Spoonful at 


a time. 


Take Mint and ſmall Cinnamon Waters, of 
each two Ounces, compound Piony Water, fix 
Drams; levigated Chalk and fimple Prepa- 
ration of Crabs Claws, of each one Dram and 
an half; Syrup of Citron Peels, fix Drams : 
Mix. At the ſame Time while this 1s taking, 
ſpread a little of the magiſterial Stomach 
Plaiſter upon Leather, and rub it over with 
Oil of Nutmeg by Expreſſion, which apply to 
the Stomach. And when the Child 1s very 
reſtleſs, fifteen Drops of Sydenbam*s Liquid 
Laudauum may be added to the whole Quan- 
tity of the Mixture above, or fewer in Pro- 
portion to the remaining Quantity, 


The Gripes in Children ſometimes prove 
ſo violent, as to throw them into univerſal 


Convulſions, or to cauſe what is calPd a Con- 


vulfion of the Bowels. When the Diet is 


ſuſpected to cauſe this Diſorder, it is uſual to 
boil Carraway Seeds and Laurel Leaves along 
with the Panada, or to mix with it a little 
Wine or Brandy, If the Mecontum has not 
been duly purged away, five Grains of Rhu- 
barb ſhould be given twice a Week, ?*rtill the 
Bowels are evacuated ; or a little Oil of 
Sweet Almonds, and Syrup of Violets, where 
the Infant is weak. When the taking in too 
much Milk is ſuſpected to be the Cauſe, let 
it be debarr'd the Nipple a ſhort Time, and 
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in the mean while exhibiting the following 
Mixture. 


Take Syrups of Peach Bloſſoms, and Rhubarb, 
of each half an Ounce; Oil of Aniſeed, twoDrops : 


Mix. Let a ſmall Spoonful of this be given 


occaſionally, while the Symptoms laſt. 


When the Curdling of the Milk cauſes the 
Gripes, proceed as follows. 


Take Rhubarb powder*d fine, ten Grains; 
Oil of Aniſeed, one Drop: Mix. Give this for 
a Purge in a Spoonful of the Mother's Milk, 
and repeat the Doſe two or three times, it 
there be occaſion. Afterwards, 


Take ſimple Powder of Crabs Claws, one 
Dram; fine Chak, half a Dram; Preparations of 
Pearls and red Coral, of each one Scruple: Mix, 
and divide into fix Papers. Let one of thele be 


taken three or four times a Day, drinking at- 


ter it two Spoonfuls of the following Julep. 


Take Black Cherry and Mint Waters, of each 
1wo Ounces; compound Piony Water, an Ounce ; 
Syrup of Coral, fix Drams; Preparation of 
Pearls, one Dram: Mix. 

When Worms are the Cauſe of Gripes, the 
readieſt way to remove them is by giving 
A thiops Mineral and Rhubarb, mix'd in equal 
Quantities, about five Grains at a time, twice 
a Day. If Wind be the Caule, the Belly of the 
Child may be anointed with a Mixture of two 
Parts Oilof Sweet Almonds, and one Part e 
Brandy; wrapping the Part up warm attcr- 
wards, wth a Flannel. 


* A 
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A Looſeneſs in young Children ought not to 
be check'd, unleſs when it becomes violent, or 
continues too long. Then, in order to ſtop it, 
give the foregoing Purge of Rhubarb and Oil of 
Aniſeed, for two or three Days together, exhi- 
biting a ſmall Spoonful of the following Mix- 


ture after every Stool. 


"Take ſmall Cinnamon Water, and Alexiterial 
Milk Water, of each one Ounce and an half, 
compound Picny Water, half an Ounce ; Di:/- 
cordium, without Honey, one Dram; Spirit of 
Hartſhorn, twenty Drops. 


The Symptoms of culting Teeth generally 


begin about the fifth or ſixth Month, at which 1 


Time ſome of the fore Teeth ariſe, and occa- 
ſion great Pain, or even Convulſions. Children 
have then commonly an Itching, Heat, Pain, 
and Swelling in the Gums; their Spittle riſes 
much; they are reſtleſs and feveriſh, ſome- 
times looſe, and ſometimes coſtive. A few 
Days before any Tooth is cut, the Gum imme- 


diately above it appears thin and whitiſh, its 
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Sides being ſwelled and inflamed. Children of 


groſs Habit, and who breed their Teeth with 
Coſtivenels, are generally in moſt danger. The 


following Mixture, given occaſionally, will mi- 
tigate the Pain during the cutting of Teeth. 


Take Black Cherry Vater, two Ounces; com- 


pound Piony Water, two Drams; beſt Jevigated 


Chalk, and fimple Preparation of Crabs Claws, 
of each one Dram; Confection of Kermes, two 
Scruples; Sydenham's Liquid Laudanum, fifteen 

| Drops : 
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Drops: Mix. Let one Spoonſul be given at a 
time, when the Child is very reſtleſs. 


Thoſe little ulcerous Eruptions in the Mouth 
call'd the Thruſb, which ſometimes appear ear— 
ly, and ſometimes not *till the third or fourth 
Year, are accounted dangerous when joined 
with a Fever, and are always troubleſome. The 
Child here ſhould be kept moderately cool, as 

in a common Fever, and a ſmall Bliſter muy 
be applied to the Neck, if the Diſorder be grear, 
In the mean time, uſe the following Jute». 


Take Black Cherry Water, four Ounces ; 
Treacle Water, one Ounce, Lemon Juice, fix 
Drams ; Spirit of Sweet Nitre and Sel Velalile 
Oleoſum, of each fifteen Drops : Mix. Give a 
Spoonful or two every. third or fourth Hour, 


The Uſe of the teſtaceous Powders, ſuch a 
Pearl, Coral, Crabs Eyes, and Crabs Claes, 
ſhould be born when the Mouth is very ow | 
cerous. Fyrup of Saffron and Treacle Water, 
moderately uſed, make a good Medicine when 
the Child is very young. In the mean time, 
let the Ulcers in the Mouth be cleanſed with 


the following Gargle. 


Take Barley Decofion, three Ounces, beſt Vine- 


gar, one Ounce ,, Syrup of Mulberries, 5 x Drams : 


Mix. This ſhould be uſed twice or thrice a 
Day, with a ſoft Linen Rag, or the Nurſe's 
Finger. But if the Ulcers are very foul, mix 
Mel Roſatum, half an Ounce, with three Drops 
of Oil WY Vitriol, and touch the Parts. 

1 Coughing, 
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Coughing,Crying, violent Motion, and tight 
Swathing, are apt to cauſe Ruptures in the ten- 
der Bod ies of Infants. Sometimes the Navet- 
ſtring falls off too ſoen, Blood flows, the In- 
teſtines fall out, all from the fame Cauſes. In 
the latter Caſe, Care muſt be taken that the 
Bowels be not entangled, when replaced. 
While the Rupture is freſh, it may be reme- 
died by the conſtant wearing of a 1rufs, made 
for that Purpoſe. Aſtringent Fomentat ions, 
made of Pcmegranate Peels, Balauſtine and red 
Roſe Flowers, boil'd in Lime-cater, and mix d 
with red Vine, may be uſed after the Inteſtines 
are replaced, which ſhould be immediately 
done. Small Ruptures in the Groin and Pri- 
vities, happening frequently in Children, are 
uſually cured with ſmall Difficulty, by only 
Plaiſters and Bandages : But when they con- 
tinue obſtinate, the Child ſhould be kept in 
rhe Cradle, as quiet as poſſible, When there is 
a Gathering of Water, it ſhould be diſcuſs'd with 
the following Fomentation frequently uſed. 


Take Leaves of Roſemery, common Worm- 
wood, Marjcram and Rue, of each half a 
Handful, Lavender Flowers, a Handful : Boil 
them a little while in a ſufficient Quantity of 
Spring-water. To teu Ounces of the ſtrain'd De- 
cottion add, camphorated Spirit of Wine and 
Hungary-water, of each one Ounce : Mix. 


When the Swelling is pretty well diſcuſs'd, 
it will be proper to uſe the aſtringent Fo- 
mental ion 
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mentation before mentioned. And for an 
Internal, during the Cure, the following 


Julep. 


Take Parſley-Water, four Ounces ; compound 
Horſe-Radiſh-Water, and White Wine, of 
each one Ounce; Syrup of Marſh-mallows, ſix 
Drams ; Spirit of Sweet Nitre, half a Dram : 
Mix. Let two Spoonfuls at a Time be given 
often. 


When the Sutures, or joining Seams of the 
Head continue long too open, *tis thought a 


bad Sign. In this Caſe, it is uſual to rub 
the Head often with a little warm Rum or 
Brandy, mix'd with the White of an Egg, 
and Palm Oil; a red Cloth being conſtantly 


worn over the Part. But when this Diſorder 


proceeds from a Collection of Water in the 


Head, it muſt. be cured by Iues in the Neck, 
perpetual Bliſters, and Purgatives, A purga-- 


tive Diet Drink may be made of Rhubarb and 


Sweet Fennel Seeds, to be drank daily. When 
there is a Diſorder directly oppoſite to this, 


called ead-Mou!d-Shot, which ſignifies a too 
cloſe locking of the Satures, it is uſually left 
to Nature, as admitting of no Help from 
Medicines. 

Inflammations and Rawneſs in young Chil- 
dren, wherever ſituated, are uſually waſhed 
with warm Water, twice or thrice a Day, 
and then anointed with Fullers Earth, diſ- 
ſolved in the Lol of an Egg. But where the 
Diforder is conſiderable, 'tis proper to foment 
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the Parts with white Troches of Rhaſis, diſ. 
ſolved in Plantain Water; alſo to keep them 
dry, and prevent their rubbing, by the Inter- 
poſition of fine Linen Rags, with a little 
drying red Ointment, or Oiniment of Pompho- 
Hr, ſpread thin thereon. 

Breakings-out in Children, when they are 
fupcrficial, contain a thin yellow Matter, and 
teave the Skin beneath red when the Scabs 
fall off, are rather ſalutary than hurtful. *Tis 
cultomary, however, to purge with a few © 
Grains of Rhubarb, and anoint the Puſtules © 
with Cream, or Oil of Almonds. A little Ba- 
Hlicon likewife, ſpread thin upon Linen, has 
been found uſeful; and the Body ſhould be 
kept open, But when theſe Caſes grow in- 
veterate and ſtubborn, there can be no ſafer 
Method than a Courſe of Athiops Mineral 
and Rhubarb, according to the Directions in 
the Article concerning Women, 

When the Milk of the Mother, or Nurſe, 
has a manifeſt ill Effect on the Child, it is. 
proper to wean him, or put him elfewhere. 
Tis uſually required in a good Nurſe, that 
the ſhould be under thirty-five, have a chearful 
Temper, clear Skin, ſweet Breath, and be 
every way healthful » That her Huſband 
faould alfo be healthy; that ſhe ſhould have 
had more than one Child, and have laid in 
of her laſt at leaſt ſix. Weeks : Her Breaſts 
ſhould be large, full, ſoft, free from Lumps, 
or any particular Hardneſs ; her Milk not 
wheyiſh or blue, but of a thick 1 

W. 
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white and ſweet taſted, Theſe Precautions. 
ſhould be obferved, when any other Nurſe 
than the Mother is found neceflary ; though 
without great Neceſſity, I would by no means 
adviſe the putting out of a Child. 

The Rickets is a Diſorder of the Bones of 
Children, cauſing a Bunching-out, or Crook- 
edneſs thereof, It may be occaſioned by: 


4 _ Swathing a Child too tight in ſome Places, 


and too looſe in others; by placing him in 
an inconvenient, or too often in the ſame 
Poſture ; ſuffering him to be long vet; not 
giving him proper Motion, or uſing him to 
one Arm only. It may alſo be owing to the 
Parents, or fome Defect in the digeſtive Fa- 
culty,. or a Viſcidity of the Blood. But the 
molt evident Cauſe of the Rickets, is the Vio- 
lence done to the Body by Preſſure, or Swa- 
thing, while the Bones are but in a cartila- 
ginous State, Add to this, external Injury 
by Falls, Blows, Diſlocations, or Fractures, 
which Species ſometimes brings on an Aſth- 
ma, Conſumption, or Crookedneſs of the Back. 
A Child is ſuppoſed rickety, who talks be- 
fore he makes uſe of his Legs. Upon the 
firtt Appearance of this Diſeaſe, which uſu- 
ally happens between the eighth Month and 
fifth Year of his Age, the Part it affects grows 
flaccid and weak ; the Child becomes pale, 
fickly, flothful, and loſes the Uſe of his Feet, 
though he had it be fore; his Head grows too 
large tor the Trunk, and cannot be managed 
by the Muſcles of the Neck; Knotty Excre- 
$15 ſcencies 
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ſcencies appear in the Wriſts, Ancles, and 
Tops of the Ribs; the Bones of the Legs and 
Thighs become crooked, which makes his 
Motion diſagreeable ; and ſometimes the 
Arms alſo are diſtorted, and appear knotty. 
If theſe Symptoms continue long, a Difficulty 
of Breathing, Cough, and hyſteric Fever 
come on ; the Belly ſwells, the Pulſe grows 
weak, and the Child's Life is in danger. 

The Rickets is moſt commonly cured, when 
taken in time, and while the Child is very 
young: But if it continues long, the Patient 
generally becomes a Dwarf, and is ſickly or 
phthiſical during his whole Life, eſpecially if 
the Back be any way affected. Sprightlineſs 
and Breakings- out in the Skin, are good Signs 
in this Diſtemper. 

A ricketty Child ſhould be uſed to Motion, 
and kept as much as poſſible in a Poſture op- 
poſite to that which his Bones are inclined to. 
Swinging, rocking, and the like, are very 
good. A clear, warm Air is very uſeful ; as 
is the keeping him from any external Moi- 
ſture. In young Children, the Uſe of Bol- 
ſters or Bandages, ſuited to the Parts affected, 
often make a Cure alone. But when the Bones 
are grown. tougher, other Contrivances, as 
Padding, ftrait Boots, Machines of Paſte- 
board, Whalebone, or Tin, are uſually found 
neceſſary. *Tis thought ſerviceable, before 
the Diſtemper 1s confirmed, to plunge the 
Child two or three times every Morning in 
a Tub of cold Water, during the Months of 

| May 
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May and June eſpecially. After being taken 
out the laſt time, he is to be well dried, and 
put immediately into his Bed or Cradle, there 
to ſweat freely for an Hour or more, as his 
Strength will bear; and when he grows cool 
again, he may be taken up and ſhifted, His 
Back-bone alſo, and Joints, may every Night 
be anointed before the Fire, with the White 
of an Egg, beat into a Water with a Whiſk or 
Spoon; or with a Liniment of Rum and Palm 
O//. *Tis uſual likewiſe to apply a Plaiſter 
of AMinium and Oxycroceus along his Back, 
and to rub him all over before the Fire, but 
moſtly the Parts affected, with a dry Linen 
Cloth. The Oil of Snails, which is only what 
drops from them when they are bruiſed and 
hung up 1n a Flannel Bag, 1s a famous Me- 
dicine for anointing of the Limbs with, eſpe- 
cially thoſe which are diſtorted. But per- 
haps nothing can exceed the following Lint- 
ment and Plaiſter ; the former for anointing 
the Joints, and principal Parts affected, with 
a warm Hand, once or twice every Day ; and 
the latter for applying to the Back, or to any 
particular Part, being ſpread upon Leather. 


Take Nerve Ointment and Soldiers Ointment, 
with Oils of Palm and Bays, of each one Ounce 
Balſam of Peru and Oil of Nutmeg by Expreſ- 

fron, of each two Drams ; Oil of Cloves, and 
chemical Oil of Amber, of each ten Drops; com- 
pound Spirit of Lavender, one Ounce ; Spirit of ; 
Sal Armoniac, two Drams : Mix for a Lint- \ 
ment. T. e i

Take Plaiſters of Cummin, brown Minium, 


ad Herniam and Oxycreceum, of each half an 
Ounce ; Balſam of Peru, one Dram; Powder of 
red Roſe Flowers, and Armenian Bole, of each 
half an Ounce ;, Oils of Amber and Campbire, 
of each one Dram; Oil of Parſley, enough to 
make à Conſiſtence for a Plaiſter. 


When the Diftemper ſeems fixed and obſti- 
nate, Iſſues may be cut in the Arms or Neck, 
eſpecially if the Head be large, and the Child 
of a groſs Habit. And during the Uſe of Ex- 
ternals, the following gentle Purgative may 
be given, in order to purge the Paſſages, 


which in this Diſtemper are generally clogg'd 
and obſtructed. . 


Take peftoral Decection, one Ounce; Manna 
and Syrup of Rhubarb, of each two Drams ; 
Sal Volatile Oleoſum, ten Drops : Mix for a 
Draught, to be taken in the Morning. 


But in caſe of Worms, watry Humours, or 
a large Head, the following ſeems more pe- 
culiarly ſuitable, 


Take Puwders of Rhubarb, Sena compound, 
AA thiops Mineral, and Cream of Tartar, of 
each fix Grains; Calomel, five Grains , Reſin 
of Jalap, three Grains; Oil of Aniſced, one 


Drop: Mix. Give it in a Spoonful of com- 
mon Pap. . 


After the Uſe of Evacuations, a Courſe of 
Milk, wherein Garden Snails have been boil'd, 
has 
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has been found excellent, eſpecially where 
there is a Tendency to a Conſumption. A 
Quarter of a Pint of Milk thus boil'd, with 
about an Ounce of Snails, 1s ſufficient for a 
Child of two Years old. It ſhould be taken 
every Morning and Evening, and continued 
for ſome Months. A Syrup of Turnips allo 
may be made by boiling up the clarified Juice 
with Sugar, which may be taken to Advan- 
tage, a Spoonful or two at a time, And the 
following Infuſion, where any thing purgative 
is requiſite, which is frequent in young Chil- 
dren, may be highly ſerviceable. 


Take Rhubarb and Liquorice, cut ſmall, of 


each two Drams; Tamarisk Bark, Capers, and 
feweet Fennel-ſeed bruiſed, of each one Dram; 
Mace, one Scruple; Raiſins of the Sun ſtoned, 
an Ounce and an half; ſmall Ale, a Pint and 
an half: Infuſe them together for twenty-four 
Hours; then ſtrain off for Uſe. Three or four 
Spoonfuls of this may be taken twice a Day, 
by a Child of two Years old, and in Propor- 
tion by others. But in conſumptive and hec- 
tic Conſtitutions, the following Diet Drink 
has been found preferable. 


Take Aſh Bark, Tamarisk, Polypedy of the 
Oak, Shavings of Har:fhorn and Ivory, of each 
one Ounce; greater Comfrey Root, tere Ounces : 
Boil them in two Gallons of ſmall Ale; then 
ſtrain, and to a Gallon and an helf of the De- 
coction add, dead Netile Flowers, Mallow 
Leaves, Harts-Tongue, of each two Handfuls ; 

Ani- 
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Aniſeed and Coriander-ſeed, of each tbret Drams; 
live Woed-Lice bruiſed, and Raiſins of the Sun 
ſtoned, of each half a Pound: Boil the «hole 
again, then ſtrain, and let the clear Liquor 
be for the Child's common Drink. 


I ſhall conclude with the Mention of only 
one Powder and Julep, which have together 
been found ſerviceable in the Rickets, and 
may be given at any Time of the Diſeaſe, at- 
ter the Uſe of proper Evacuations. 


Take Milk of Sulphur, one Dram , Wood- 
lice Powder, Preparation of Earth-<worms, and 
En, Veneris, of each ene Scruple: Mix. Di- 
vide this Powder into ſix Papers, of which one 


is ſufficient for a Child of two Years old. 


They may be taken twice a Day, drinking 
after each two Spoonfuls of the Julep, which 
is thus made : | 


Take ſweet Fennel and Parſley Water, of each 
three Ounces ; ſtrong Snail Water, two Ounces 
Syrup of Marſh-mallows, ene Ounce, Tintture 
of Saffron, and compound Spirit of Lavender, of
